IT DID NOT WORK. 


THE ATTEMPT TO DEFRAUD THE WEST 
TOWN OUT OF $70,000. 


“The Tribune’s” Expose Frightened the 
Conspirators and the Scheme Fell 
Through—Interesting Figures on Town 
Expenses—Reforms That Might Be Es- 
tablisied—The South Town Meeting 
Something of a Farce—The North Town 
Officers Too Busy to Meet, 

The warning given out in THe TRIBUNE yes 
terday morning as to the contemplated or in- 
tended attempt to pack the West Town annual 
meeting called for yesterday afternoon had its 
effect. As early as noon several gentlemen 
called at the town offices and said: We saw in 
Tax TRIBUNE this morning that the friends of 
some of the ex-Céfféctors who want to keep the 
2 per cent retained by them of the town’s 
money would make an attempt to pack the 
meeting today and carry a vote ordering pro- 
ceedings in the cases to be dropped. We don't 
countenance anything of this sort, and as we 
understood that the enemy might be here iu 
force at an early hour we thought we would 
drop in early too.“ 

They were assured that there was nothing of 
the sort feared now, as the warning given by 
THE TRIBUNE bad effectually “busted” any 
previous pian which might have been agreed 
upon.

Supervisor H. 8. Paulsen submitted his an- 
nual report. It shows that be received $15,692 
from the former Supervisor, $60,082 from C. 
Seipp, County Treasurer, and $35,374 from 
Frank Schubert, Town Collector, being a total 
of $114,149. The principal amounts paid out 
were: Canvassing Board, $1,020; Supervisor, 
$885; various expenses, removal of town of- 
tices, etc., $3,682; judges and clerks of elec 
tion, $2,453; salary of Heary Huesman, late 
Supervisor, $2,001; salary of C. Casselman, 
late Collector, and balance due him, $13,969; 
paid to deputy assessors, $11,816; salary of 
John Bell, Assessor, $2,535; salaries of Deputy 
Coliectors as audited, $18,921; intereet West 
Park bonds, $44,730; total (with iteins not 
enumerated), $109,237. Balance in the Super- 
visor’s hands, $4,911. 

In reference to the 2 per cent business 
the Supervisor says: My next step was to 
bring to a close the long litigation, extending 
over a number of years, between the Town of 
West Chicago and seven ex-Collectors in the 
matter of the 2 per cent question. Atter a 
great deal of correspondence between myselt 
and the clerk of the State Supreme Court I got 
but little encouragement, and therefore em- 
ployed ex-Gov. J. M. Hamilton to make ita 
personal matter to see all the Supreme Court 
Justices and urge the necessity of an imme- 
diate decision, as it was most important that 
the people should know where their money 
went. Through his energy we have at last got 
their decision ordering the 2 per cept turned 
over to the Town Treasury, it beihg a total 
amount of $63,494. This will end the question 
as tothe right of a Coliector retaining 2 per 
cent in city collections. The money bas not as 
yet been turned over, but as ail the ex-Col- 
lectors are businese-men, and are or have been 
holding bonorabie stations in life, as publio 
men I think bonor and self-respect will prompt 
these gentlemen to turn this money Over to the 
Town Treasury at an early day. © 

“The Town Collector, Mr. F. R. Schubert, 
has made a very large vollection, and has 
turned it over to the respective Treasurers. 
The West Town tax collected amounted to 3838. 
374.65, which includes the 2 per cent usually 
withheld by Town Collectors. 

„At a meeting of the corporate authority 
held Aug. 11, 1885, a tax-levy of $89,900 was 
made to meet the payment of interest on West 
Park bonds and general expenses of the Town 
of West Chicago for 1885-86: Interest, 7 per 
cent park bonds, $45,000; election expenses, 
$3,000; legal expenses, $1,500; salary town ot- 
ficers, $38,000; rent, 8900; general, $1,500; to- 
tal, 889.900.“ 

Mr. Paulsen's report was received and placed 
on file. Being calied upon the Supervisor 
made a verbal statement. He said the town 
affairs were in good shape, witb nothing owing 
whatever (except $640,000 of West Park bonds), 
and the finances were in a satisfactory condi- 
tion. In reference to the 2 per cent tax mat- 
ter which haa been the subject of so much 
controversy, he said the ex-Collectors should be 
made to pay the amounts due by them, and 
that two—Kyan and Youck—hbad agreed to set- 
tle in a short time. Maoy of them had had the 
use of the money for several years, and they 
ought to pay it back to the town dollar for dol- 
lar, less interest. The names of the deiin- 
quent Collectors and amounts due by them are 
as follows: 

John M. Dunphy, $9,653.57; C, Casselman, 
$4,865.19; John Hoffmann (first term), $5,957.87; 
(second term), $5,773.88; M. W. Ryan, $8,700; 
Chris Youck, $9,441.87; P. P. O’ Hara, $9,602.48; 
C. Casseiman Jr., $9,600; total, $63,494.36, 

In connection with this it should be said 
that Hoffmaun never retained but 1 per cent of 
bis collections. 

Justice Scully said that in 1890 there were 
$640,000 of West Park bonds due, which were 
bearing 7 per cent interest, and that something 
should be done—some plan devised—so that 
this burden should not fall on the people ali 
at once. A sinking fund sbouid be provided 
fur, or something of that kind. He therefore 
moved that a committee of ten be appointed 
by the Moderator to formulate a plan. after 
conference with the Supervisor and West Park 
Board. to be submitted to the next annual 
town meeting to take care of these bonds. 

It was suggested that new bonds could be 
issued bearing only 4 per cent, to take the 
places of the old ones, but Justice Soully 
thought 3 per cent bonds would be snapped up 
eagerly enough. 

The Moderator will take his time in the mat- 
ter of the appointment of the committee, but 
will probably have it ready to report to the 
next meeting of the West Town Board. 

Supervisor Paulsen suggested that steps be 
taken to abolish the West Town office alto 
gether, as it was an expensive luxury and not 
needed; in fact, it was a useless expense, 
Justice Scully said it would be a futile en- 
deavor to secure the necessary legislation; and 
besides that, it would require a constitutional 
amendment. This matter was therefore 
dropped and the meeting adjourned. 


How They Did It in the South Town. 

The customary annual farce of a South 
Town meeting came off yesterday afternoon at 
its customary location—the entrance to How- 
land’s livery stable. The meeting lasted about 
five minutes, which is rather above the aver- 
age duration. Prior to its being called to or- 
der a five-cornered caucus was held in a corner 
of the stable, the participants being J. L. 
Woodard, H. M. Sherwood, W. H. Harper, 
George Bass, and Pliny B. Smith. Mr. Wood- 
ari attempted to prove that no assessment 
would be required for South Town expenses 
this year, the income being equal to what the 
expenses should aggregate.

This 
has not been the case; the $85,000 
that bas been paid monthly for nearly 
a year to Pacific Mail has not only bought off 
competition, but bas paid the regular rental of 
steamships for the transaction of what would 


otherwise have been competitive business. In. 


other words, steamship traffic between San 
Francisco and New York, leaving the Mall Com- 
pany’s Mexican and Panama business entirely 
aside, has been under the absolute contro) 
of the transcontinental railway pool, to which 
organization reports were regularly made. 
Business has been conducted by the steam- 
ship company*merely as agents for the rail- 
roads, which have availed themselves of the 
privilege of the subsidy contract to ship a 
large quantity of their through freight by way 
of the isthmus. The gross earnings of 
the railroads from this business run 
irom $5,000 to $15,000 on each steamer-load of 
freight and passengers lea New York or 
San Francisco on the line. These 
earnings have run as bien as 000 a month. 
but they have also run much lover. 
The money received by the railroads 
from this source has all been applied 
by the debit and credit system to the payment 
of the subsidy. It is stated that it bas on a 
few occasions paid nearly the whole amount 
of the subsidy, but as a general thing it 
bas fallen far short and bas deen 
of course supplemented by other funas 
in order to make up the full amount 
due to the steamship company. This differ- 
ence has been made good by the railroads from 
other sources of revenue. On the organiza- 
tion of the Transcontinental Association, how- 
ever, this burden was divided among 
the railroad lines ot which the pool 
was composed. Figures representing the 
exact amount of the earnings of the steamer 
line in business between this city and New 
York for four months in 1883 show an average 
of $36,000 a month. It is learned that for the 
last three montos of the same year 
these earnings averaged over $50,000 a 
month. If that average held good for 
the following year, when only $85,000 
was guaranteed, the monthly balance to be 
paid by the railroads for one year would be 
only $420,000. Since three-fifths of vacific 
Mail's guaranteed gross earnings of $1,020,000 
a year have been derived from actual business 
of the steamer line between this city and 
New York, the question arises, Where do the 
other two-fifths come from? Testimony of 
trustworthy witnesses shows that prior to the 
formation of the Trans 

this amount was wholly made up from a 
peculiar source of revenue, of which 
the public, as well as the Gov- 
ernment, bas heretofore bad no knowledge. 
Under the head of advance charges,“ made 
on nearly ail of the higher classes of freight, 
shippers were directly assessed from five to 
25 cents on every 100 pounds of freight sent 
overiana. The moneys collected went into 
what was known as the steamship fund, which 
was audited by tHe Central Pacific and 
from which all balances due the Pacific Mail 
were paid. The idea of making these collections 
as advance charges’’ was applied by the 
Transcontinental Association to traffic extend- 
ing to the Atlantic seaboard. Eastern 
trunk lines understood the point in a 
general way and consented to the collection 
of “advance charges” clear through from this 
city to New York. While the roads running be- 
tween Council Bluffs and Chicago have never 
protested against payment, they have not, 
bowever, been fully aware of the disposal of 
the money. In authorizing the collection of 
this money from shippers, amounting to hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, they never had 
the slightest idea but that the money 
would be paid out for the application of sub- 
sidy balances due each month to the Mai 
Company. That it has not thus been paid and 
that the Eastern roads, as well as the roads be- 
tween Chicago and Council Bluffs, have been 
beaten out of the amounts paid into the 
fund by them is clearly proved by 
extracts from the report of Commissioner 
Ristine, showing that for eleven month of 1884 
steamship funa collections amounted to 888. 
477, of which $45,427 was disbursed 
to the Union, Central, and Southern 
Pacific, Atchison, Atlantic & Pacific, 
Denver & Rio Grande, Texas Pa- 
eine, and Burlington. The latter receiving 
only $400, while the lion’s share went to the 
two roads first named. The excess of $45,050 
is not accounted for. There is no mention in 
the entire statement of any moneys paid out 
of the steamsbip fund to Eastern or Chicago 
railroad companies, which may be accepted as 
conclusive evidence that while they pay a large 
percentage of the amount ostensibly collected 
to settle the mail company’s balances they have 
no share in its distribution. As a matter of 
fact, the whole arrangement was made 
in order to increase the transcontinental 
pool’s proportion of the through rate. 
two-fifths subsidy or guaranty still due the 
mail company after crediting the railroads 
with three-fitths applied from* the gross earn- 
ings bas not, therefore, been taken from the 
so-called steamsbip fund. In order to make 


the porportions of subsidy borne by the Union 


and Central Pacific Railroads enter into the 
‘‘operating-expenses"” account of those 
lines it was necessary that no outside 
means of its payment should be adopted. It is 
an open question whether these roads have 
ever entered the excess from the fund after 
the payment ot expenses in the gross earn- 
ings. The money is believed to be considered 
as a separate fund, and no account of it is 
made to the Government.

OHIO’S FINANCIAL CONDITION, 


A Message from Gov. Foraker Recommend- 
ing Several Methods of Increasing the 
State Duplicate. 

Co_umsus, O., April 6.—(|Special.|—Gov. 
Foraker sent to the General Assembly this 
afternoon a special message on the subject of 
the financial condition of the State. He esti- 
mates the deficiency Dec. 31, 1886, at a round 
million dollars and recommends several 
methods of increasing the State duplicate. He 
tells at length how banks and corporations 
evade taxation and thinks a non-partisan 
Board of Equalization with power to im- 
mediately reappraise real estate should be pro- 
vided tor. The liquor traffic should 
be taxed, the tax laws should de 
revised 30 as to be = uniform, while 
toreign telephone, transportation, car 
trust and car equipment, and sleeping and par- 
lor car companies should be made to bear 
their burdens. Personal property should be 
fairly valued, instead of, a3 under the present 
laws, escaping almost entirely. In conclusion 
the Governor says:

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Warren Will Contest.

precinct to precinct, smiling and willing to give 
any one else an opportunity to smile. Par- 
son“ Davies worked hard for Whelan, while 
his bartenders dealt out liquor to any one who 
could whistle the tune of the s,ocking- 
bird.“ At the Eighth Precinct polling- 
place a number of Democratic toughs 
and wara strikers succeeded in running 
things about as they pieased. A Democratic 
chalienger named Fitzsimons, who keeps a sa- 
loon on Clark street, near Van Buren, sta- 
tioned himself near the window of the polling- 
place, and assisted by several other Democrats 
intimidated many Republican voters, and as- 
sisted by the Democratic judges delayed the 
voting of all Republican voters as far as possi- 
ble. while Democrats were quickiv allowed to 
cast their ballots, A Republican voter named 
M. Gardner, living at No. 108 Van Buren street. 
who bas resided in the State for eighteen years, 
and was properly registered, wus challenged by 
Fitzsimons and his vote refused by the Demo- 
cratic judges, who gave him no further satis- 
faction than to tell him that he could not vote. 
During the morning a colored Democratic 
ticket-peddler named Whiting assaulted a col- 
ored Republican ticket-peddler known as 
„ Bonesetter,”” striking him witb a pistol, be- 
cause the former considered that he was work- 
ing too ardentiy in support of the Kepublican 
ticket. 

In the Nioth Precinct most disgraceful 
scenes were witnessed. The sidewalk in the 
vicinity of the polling-place was packed with a 
howling mob of drunken Democrats, the larger 
portion of whom were evideatly inmates of 10- 
cent Clark street lodging-aouses. They pa- 
raded up and down che sidewalk shouting 
Whelan’s name, They made frequent incour- 
sions to Hinky Dink's saloon, which ad- 
joins the polling-place, as well as several 
other saloons, ali of which made no pretense 
of remaining closed. The first fight of the aay 
in this precinct took place about 8:30 o'clock, 
Frank McCann, a Republican ticket-peddler 
being knocked down by Peter Larkin and 
»Hinky Dink.“ who were working bard for 
Whelan. He was badly bruised about the head. 
No arrests were made. An hour or two later 
a Republican ticket-peddler named Nat Mo- 
Neil was enticed into * Hinky Dink’s’’ saloon 
by Peter Larkin, who sought to induce him to 
work for Whelan. He refdsed and was struck by 
Lark n. McNeil then drew a pistol, when Lar- 
kin quickly hit him ou the bead with an iron 
poker, inflicting a serious wound. Larkin es- 
caped by a back door, but was arrested a few 
minutes later by Officer Alexander Ross and 
locked up at the Harrison Street Police Station 
charged with assault and battery. Within 
twenty minutes Ald. Whelan appeared anc 
bailed him out. McNeil was also arrested and 
charged with carrying concealed weapons. 

The Tenth Precinct was regarded as the 
“tough” precinct, and, in .apprehension. of 
trouble, eight policemen were stationed there. 
Whelan concentrated his most trusted men 
here, among whom were Sherman Thurston, a 
notorious character and an employé of the 
„Buckingham dance-hall; *“‘ Deafy'’ Morris, 
an alleged confidence man; “Big Steve 
Woods; Canada Jack,“ who nas been confined 
in jail in Michigan all winter for murder, and 
whose release was partly effected by Whelan, 
and about a dozen “hard bittera’’ and sboe- 
string’’ gamblers. Early in the morning the 
Whelan gang began work dy assaulting 
a Republican ticket-peddler named Curran, 
who is jn Warren's empioy, and @ Post-Office 
employé named Kearney. They were both 
badly punished. Naturally, there were no 
arrests made. A number of other scrimmages 
took place during the day, the assaults being 
invariably made by Whelaa’s men, nearly ali 
of whom were under the influence of liquor. 
By 1 o'clock in the atternoon it was a difficult 
matter tor a Republican to vote in this precinct, 
owing to the miniature reign of terror which 
the Whelan gang bad inspired.

The workingmen and mechanics put 
in their ballots before starting for work in the 
morning. Save in a few instances the polle 
were Opened promptiy at 6 o'clock and the 
judges were ready to receive the votes. There 
was no crowding. Every man who wished 
came forward, deposited bis ballot, and de- 
parted. There was no challenging to speak of, 
no patent affidavits, no pushing out of the 
line. The beneficent influence of the law ex- 
tended even to the gang ticket-peidiers. They 
acted good-bumorediy in most eases, even 
when it was certain the day was going against 
them. re were some attempts at buildoz- 
las in the First Ward early in the morning, but 
this was speedily suppressed. One of the very 
best features of the law, it is now acknowl- 
edged on all hands, was the closing of the poils 
at4o’clock. The baiiots were promptly counted 
and the result, as far as the Alderwanic con- 
test was concerned, was anacunced within 
an hour after the closing of the polls—in some 
cases within twenty minutes. The returns on 
the town elecuons began coming in before 6 
o'clock. The count of the ballots proceeded 
in broad daylight. There was no opportunity 
for fraud or skulldug@ery of any kind. Ags 
there was an honest and fair ballot, so also 
there was an honest and fair count. Candi- 
dutes and their friends knew the result before 
6 o'clock and either wont home or went off to 
celebrate victory or to eonsole themselves for 
defeat. Yesterday was a phenomena! eiection- 
day for Chicago, thanks to the new law. It 
wus as tree from disturbance as any other day 
during the year, and everybody was satisfied 
that the result was in accordance with the will 
of the voters who exercised their balloting 
privileges. 1

Necessity for the Speedy Canvassing of the 
Returns. 

Now that the election is over all that re- 
mains to be performed is a prompt canvass of 
the returns and equally prompt declaration of 
the result. The law provides that within 
seven days alter the close of the election the 
returns shall be examined by the Board of 
Election Commissioners, who, with the 
County Judge and City Attor- 
ney, shall make the proper abstracts 
of the votes cast, and forthwith declare the 
resuit. The ballot-boxes will probaly all be 
returned to the Commissioners of the Canvass- 
ing Board today, so that there is no good rea- 


son why they should not begin by Thursday 
morning any way, finish their work this week. 
and give the County Clerk the figures that will 
enabie him to issue the usual certificate on 
town or city ticket. The necessity for prompti- 
tude in this regurd is especially strong when 
Aldermen are concerned. Under the provis- 
ions of the old city charter the Aldermen have 
been required to canvass the votes forthwith, 
but they fell into habits of procrastination, 
amply evidenced in the case of the Smith- 
Harrison fight, when the examination of the 
returns was deferred on one pretext or an- 
other until June, whereas it ought to have 
been made in April, so that it might be knowa 
who was elected, and the new men might take 
their seats. 

To any one who bus made a study, however 
trifling,of municipal matters, the object of these 
delays must necessarily be clearly apparent. 
This is notum more or less than tue desire on 
the part of Aldermen who ran for reélection, but 
found themselves defeated, todip their fingers 
for the last time into paying pieces of jobbery 
before reluctantly giving piace to their succes- 
sors. It is a notorious fact that the space of 
time intervening between the election-day and 
the instailing of new members of the Council 
bus ever been marked by the passage of 
brazenly objectionable pieces of municipal 
legislation that have been rusbed through by 
the retiring board without regard any wore to 
mere public decency than to popular indigna- 
tion. This, however, is now ali done away 
with (forever, it is to be hoped), and nothing 
remains to prevent any memter of the Coun- 
cil elected yesterday from receiving bis certifi- 
cate from the bands of the County Clerk by 
Saturday, presenting himself at the meeting of 
the Council Monday, and demanding bis seat, 
and thus preventing a repetition of the shame- 
less jobbery of 1885 and previous years. Here- 
ufter the certificates of ali town officers, con- 
stables included, will be issued by the County 
Cierk, and there will be no chance for a suc- 
cessful candidate, aided by a mercenary Town 
Clerk, to sell bis place to a man who has not 
been elected, 


First Ward Republicans Will Kuow Better 
“Next Time. 

One of the most disagreeable things in con- 
nection with the day is the election of William 
P. Whelan of the First Ward by a matter of 26 
votes. If the judges bad been as earnest in the 
other precincts as they were in the Ninth in 
barring the lodging-house colonies Whelan 
could not have been elected. The result is also 
due to the Republican nomination of a man 
whodd not meet with cordial support from 
the members of the party. Those who ingisted 
on running Mr. Warren after he had declined 
have probably made up their minds by this 
time that THe TRIBUNE was right when it said 
that after be had declined they shouid bave 
united on some other man. Wheian is by no 
means an ideal nominee, but there were many 
Republicans who did not like Warren, and who, 
by remaining away from the polls. permitted 


Whelan to get in. In other words, if the 
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have been elected, or if the Republicans had 
united on a good man Whelan would never 
have been successful. 


Miscellaneous. 

At the polls of the Tuird Precinct of the 
Seventeenth Ward a German peddler of Re- 
publican tickets was knocked down by a blow 
in the face from an Irish Democratic ticket 
peddler because fe refused to comply instantly 
with the Irishman’s demand to “sbut up.” 
The police interfered with the boxers, and the 
two men worked side by side at peace the rest 
of the day. 

Notwithstanding the Mayor’s proclamation 
ordering that the saloons be closed yesterday, 
every drinking place in the city bad the doors 
wide open. There was scarcely an exception. 
Heretofore election days the saloonkvepers 
made a show of complying with the prociama- 
tion and admittance to the bar was had 
through the side and back doors. This year 
admittance was by the front door. It is prom- 
ised that there shail be sume prosecutions 
arising from disregard of bizzoner’s mandate; 
but if there should be one, 3,000 more ought to 
follow. For the police force it can be said that 
they bad not the opportunity to insist on the 
saloons being closed, as they were distributed 
at 339 polling-piaces throughout the city. The 
Mayor’s proclamation yesterday was not worth 
the paper it was written on. 

The new glass-sided ballot- boxes used for the 
reception of the city vote were the subject of 
much critical observation and fuvorable com- 
ment. They are considerably smaller in size 
tuau the old-fashioned, clumsy chests in whien 
the town ballots were deposited, and have 
glass sides fitted into a neat frame-work of 
polished oak, which allow each ballot when 
placed in the box by the judge to be plainly 
visible to those around. Im cases where the 
tickets of a candidate bore a beavily-printed 
headline or design of any kind a close giance 
at the box was a good index as to how tue elec- 
tion was going, for such individual marks could 
be plainly observed on the revorsed side of the 
folded bailot. Thus in the Second Ward, where 
the Republican candidate bad a black eagle on 
his ticket, his supporters Could almost tell ata 
glance whether he was iu the majority or not 
in any precinct. The voting was conducted, 
where the judges were competent, with the 
utmost expedition. The voter simply stepped 
forward, announced his name and address, and 
tendered hig ballot. As soon as his title to 
vote was ascertained by the two other judges 
from the registry lists, the first judge num- 
bered the back of the folded ballot and depos 
ited it in the box in plain view of the voter and 
those around. The number of the ballot cor 
responded with that given to the voter in the 
poll-book.

ROOSEVELT’S HUNTING TRIPS. 


Looking for Elk in the Big Horn Mount- 
ains—The Buffalo Destruction. 

From a review of Theodore Roosevelt's 
book: Mr. Roosevelt did his elk hunting in the 
Big Horn Mountains. He was on the track ol 
a herd on a wooded crest when his rifle-barrel 
struck the stump of a tree. There wasa 
stampede and a movement among the bushes, 
The elk beard, but had neither seen nor smelt 
the hunter. A seeond afterward the author 
saw their shadowy outlines trotting down the 
hill. He went after them at a diagonal course. 
The herd was passing him not twenty yards 
away at a slashing trot, when he opened fire. 
He made four shots, and although he caught 
only flecting glimpses of each animal between 
thick tree trunks, he brought down a full- 
grown cow and broke the bind leg of a bull 
calf. He spent some days hunting in these 
mountains, and secured some magnificent 
antlers. He says that the call of tae bull elk 
at night is a most singular and beautitul 
sound—the most musical cry uttered by any 
four-footed beast. Itis almost impossible to 
believe that itis the call of an animal, It 
sounds far more as if made by an wolian harp, 
or some strange instrument. It has the sus 
tained varied melody of some bird songs, 
with a hundred-fold greater power. Its charm 
is higutened by wild and desolate surroundings. 
Heard in clear, frosty moonlight, from the 
depth of the rugged and forest-clad mountains, 
the effect is beautiful. The notes are uttered 
continuously, in a soft, vibrant toue, so pure 
that they can be heard halt a mile off. 

Mr. Roosevelt speaks feelingly of the buf- 
falo. Less than a score of years ago hards 
containing millions ranged from Mexico 
to far into British America. Their 
destruction has gone on with appalling rapid- 
ity. The railroads carried hordes of hunters 
into the land, and gave them means to trans 
port their spoils to market. The Union Pa- 
cific Road splits the range. The herds in the 
middle were slaugutered or thrust aside, leav- 
ing two ranges, the northern and the southern. 
The latter was the larger, but, being more 
open to the hunters. was the sooner to be 
depopulated. The last of the great southern 
herds was destroyed in 1878, thougu scattered 
bands escaped aad wandered into the desolate 
wastes to the southwest. Five years later the 
last of the nothern herds was also destroyed 
or broken up. 

The buik of this slaughter was done ina 
dozen years. Never before in ali bistory were 
so many large wild animals of one species 
Slam in 80 short a space of time. On the 
plains, where the berds made their last stand, 
there are millions of moldering skeletons and 
carcasses dried in the clear high air. Around 
the heads of the Big Sandy, Little Beaver, 
and other streams last yeur scores of these 
skeletons ana dried carcasses were in sight 
from every hillock. A ranchinan, who in 1884 
had made a journey ot a thousand miles across 
northern Montana aloog the Milk River, told 
Mr. Rooseveit that during the whole distance 
he was never out of sight of a dead buffalo, 
and never in sight ot a live one. With rare 
exceptions these animals were killed for their 
pelts alone. Truthtuily may it be said that the 
sudden extermination of these herds is without 
a parallel in historic times. 

This destruction has developed a race known 
as the wood or mountain buffalo. It bas ac 
quired babits widely differnt from those of 
others of ics kind. Itis found in the wooded 
and most precipitous portions of the mount 
ains. It goes singly or in small parties instead 
of in huge herds, and it is more agile and in- 
finitely more wary thanis its prairie cousin. 
The hair grows longer and denser, and the 
form is more thick set. Unfortunately the 
race bas developed too late. Unless very 
stringent iaws are made for its protection it 
will also disappear. The author solaces him- 
self with the fact that the extermination of the 
buffalo has solved the Indian question. Ags 
long as the herds existed, the Indians could 
not be kept on their reservations, for they 
always bad an ample supply of meat on hand 
to support them in the event of a war. 


| A TAME SNAKE. 
New possibilities for snakes are suggested 
by the following from the Meldon News of a 
recent date: In the Town of Halifax, about 


a month ago, from a well on the premises of 


Capt. Oarraway, was drawn up in a well bucket 
a live snake of the moccasin species about a 
foot and a half long, By some means the life 
of the little snake was preserved, and it seems 
well cared for and petted. It continues to 


thrive, and has developed wonderfully physi- 
cally and mentslly. Its disposition is kind and 
tractable—rendily taking its food (insects) 


-from the willing hands of its benefactors and 


instructors, tae little children. In ali their 
plays and .froiics his snakeship can be seen 
occupying a prominent and enviabie position 
alongside the doll, kitten, and baby house. 
As night approaches, being weary and fatigued, 
it nestles upon a piece of carpet in a retired 
spot on the porch, where it graciously allows 
its feline companion the privilege of resting 
on its spiral folds in peace and comfort.” 


REPTILES IN MEXICO, 

Most of the letters written by newspaper cor- 
respondents in Mexico give very rosy accounts 
of the country, but one of them appears to 
have struck a very disagreeable section, al- 
though it is a health-resort. He says: “One 
may travel for days through this beautiful wil- 
derness without hearing the song of a bird, or 
meeting any animals but those that destroy. 
The serpent is still master of the situation, and 
bas begotten a numerous progeny. Gigartic 
rattlesnakes, deadly asps, and a hundred other 
dangerous species glide uway at our approach; 
reptiles prey upon cach other in the miasmatic 
lagoons, where fatal calenturas lurk under 
every leaf; enormous lizards bask in the not 
sunshine; tarantulas, scorpions, centipedes, 
and xins-xins abound in the burnmg sands: 
and parasitic plants, like vegetable vampires, 
suck the life-biood from every tree.“

The Township of Evanston election held here 
yesterday passed off very quietly. The ticket 
was non-partisan, there being no contest ex- 
cepting that on the vote for Assessor 
between Joseph M. Lyons of Evanston 
and C. R. Bannister of South Evanston.

Her Great Fallin “ Lakme’’—A Dangerous 
and Reckless Acrobatic Feat. 

New York Letter to San Francisco Argonat: 
The most daring and acrobatic stage falls of 
Sarah Bernhardt, Fanny Davenport, Mrs. Lang- 
try, and Margaret Mather were cast into obliv- 
jon’ Monday nicht by Pauline Tf’ Allemand, the 
prima donna of the American Opera Company. 
It was the first performance in America of 
Délibes’ *Lakmé,” an event which has been 
looked forward to for many years. Pauline 
l’Aliemand studied the title le of the opera 
under Délibes himself, and she follows Marie 
Van Zand’s creation very closely. The fall. 
however, is Mise l’Aliemand’sown. Sheisa 
lithe, gracefuily built, but robust-looxing 
woman, with very white tecth, big black eyes 
anda magnificent mass of black hair. Her 
face narrowly esceped being very beautiful, 
the prominence of chin being the disturbing 
feature. I have always been much interested 
in athietics, and I am somewhat familiar with 
the tests of strength and muscular exercises 
which acrobats and athietes affect, but lam 
bound to admit that Miss Pauline l’ Ailemand's 
is the most daring, dangerous, and reckless 
acrobatic feat that I have ever seen on or olf 
the stage. 

The climax of the first act of * Lakmé”’’ 
leaves the heroine alone after the narrow es 
cape of her lover, and the reaction that follows 
her suspense is supposed to be responsible for 
her fainting away. He rusbes off at one’ side 
of the stage, and then the prima turns and runs 
rapidly the whole depth of the Academy stage 
and up five steps of an East Indian portico 
which stands near lone of the wings. When 
she gets on the top step she sways fora 
moment, and then falls backward towards the 
audience. When Miss I' Allemand began to 
toppe over Monday night the spectators 
started forward in their seats. The actress 
wavered for a moment, and then went com- 
pietely over backward, falling full !engta down 
the flight of stairs, and half lying and hanging 
there with her heels on the topstep, ber body 
stretched rigidly and perpendicularly down- 
ward, and her face hanging over the lower step 
towards the floor. with the mass of black hair 
tumbling about ber bead. She wore a tight-fit- 
ting Lttie East Indian costume with short, skirt 
bare arms and neck, and as she lay were sue 
made the most remarkable picture I bave ever 
seen. The chorus sang along steadily while 
the prima donna remained in her astounding 
positon. The women in the audience leaned 
out of their boxes and stared at her anxiously, 
the younger men craned their necks forward 
and giared like hungry wolves, and a baid- 
headed citizen of great eminence in society, 
who occupied a proscenium box, turned bis 
head slowly and delivered a large and suggest- 
ive wink at a white-hbaired philanthropist 
across the house. I drop a hot and scalding 
tear as I admit that the philanthropist's benev- 
olent old mugtookon a look of deliberate 
and incarnate sin as he returned the wink and 
stared once more at the unique position of the 
first Lakmé America bas ever seen. 


AN INSULT TO CONGRESS, 


How the Civil-Service Commissioners Slap 
at Senators and Representatives. 

Ner York Sun (Dem.): The President, in 
communicating to Congress the third annual 
report of the Civil-Service Commissioners, 
after complimenting their work and praising 
the so-called reform, remarks: ‘*This cause is 
commended to the liberal care and jealous pro- 
tection of the Congresr.” 

If Mr. Cleveland had read this report with 


the attention which hegis accustomed to give 


to such papers it may be well doubted if he 
would have commended a barefaced insult to 
Congress and a deliberately false statement. 
The report of the Commissioners says: 

Tho greatest opposiuon to the new system 
has come mainiy from a few members of Con- 
gress, some State and Federal officials, and 
many small politicians, none of whom have 
any such kvowledge or responsibility, and 
whose participation in appointments has al- 
ways deen a simple intermeddling and usurpa- 
uon.“ 

It is unusual to find such grossly offensive 
language in an official document sent to Con- 
gress by the President. Yet it emanates from 
incumbenta who are dependent on appropria- 
tions for their salaries, and who are now seek- 
ing increase of pay. 

Senators and Representatives who have right- 
fully sought to have capable and honest Demo- 
Crats recognized in the public service, after a 
Quarter of a century of unexampled proscrip- 
tion, are charged by these upstart Commission- 
ers with ** intermeddling and usurpation.”’ 

The President in his annual message recom- 
mends “that the salaries of the Civil-Service 
Commissioners be increased to a sum more 
nearly commensurate with their important du- 
ties. The tone of the Commissioners’ report 
furnishes good reason why their salaries should 
be entirely cut off. 

It can hardly be supposed that the President 
was aware of this insuiting reference to Con- 
gress when he adopted and approved the re- 
port. If he was imposed upon there is a doudle 
reason why the Commissioners should be held 
to account.

* We do not apprehend any practical result.“ 
said Mr. Haddock, from the action of the 
board. We have not considered the matter 
yet, but it gives us no uneasiness. We sball, 
of course, pursue our usual work until inter- 
fered with, and it is not to be supposed that 
any such presposterous order as this of the 
County Board is going to be put into execu- 
tion. It will be time enough to consider our 
future course whenever we find our rights 
abridged.”’ 

At Handy & Co.’sasimilar sentiment pre- 
valled. The Commissioners,’’ said Mr. Weig- 
ley, have no authority to enforce discipline 
in the offices of the clerks of court, and the 
cierks would undoubtedly resent any actual

Instruments Being Removed in Indianapolis 
by the Bell Company—A New Applicant 
for Favor. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 6.—[Special.|— 
Central Union Telephone Company, having re- 
jected the proposition of a committee of the 
exchange patrons in this city to lease the plant 
and operate it on a mutual assessment basis, 
bas begun remoying the instruments of those 
subscribers wh contracts terminated March 
31, and up to this evening nearly 100 had been 
taken out. There are 475 to come out nowand 
the rest, about 600 more, after June 30. 

The latest applicant for the privilege of doing 
business in the field now oceupied by the Bell 
is the Southern Telephone Company of Little 
Rock. J. L. Ray, General Manager, is in the 
city and says his company has driven the Bell 
telephones, which were by 300 sub- 
scribers, out of Little Rock, and now has an 
exchange of 500 subscribers and gives mucb 
better service than the, Bell people did, and at 
reduced rates, $3 a month. His opponents 
tried to drive him out and threatened to sue 
his subscribers, but failed to do any damage. 
The company does not operate exchanges, but 


bas telephone to sell outright to sub- 
scribers or companies who have become 
sole owners of them and are not 


compelled to pay royalties. He claims that 
wheu organized the company can give thor- 
oughly satisfactory service at $3 a month and 
make avery good profit at that. He came 
here from Evansvilie, where he left two instru- 
ments to be tested on an eighteen mile circuit, 
and the experiments thus far made Wau them 
were very satisfactory.

Railroad Travel Suspended in Many Lo- 
calities—The Storm Accompanied by a 
Blizzard—Another Big Flood Feared All 
Along the Ohio River and Its Tributaries 
—Rapidly Rising Waters Cause Much 
Damage—Heavy Storms on the Atlantic 
Coast and Much Wreckage Reported. 
Detroit, Mich., April 6.—[Special. ]—A most 
remarkable snow and wind storm reached De- 
troit last night and is still raging with unabat- 
ed ferocity at this hour. The violence of the 
storm is unprecedented at this season. The 
wind blew about twenty miles an hour until 
midnight and then increased until, at 6 a. m., 
it bad reached a velocity of twenty-nine miles, 
The snowfall at that nour in Detroit was five 
inches. During the next five hours it snowed 
ten inches, and at 6 o'clock the snow 
was two feet deep on à level. 
Street-car travel has been suspended all day. 
Shop and factory employés and mechanics 
were obliged to walk miles to work, and did 
not arrive, owing to the immense drifts, until 
9 and 10 o’clock. Business bas been practically 
suspended, and it is claimed that the loss to 
trade in Detroit by the storm will amount to 
over $500,000. The railroads have suffered 
from the drifting snow. All trains on the De- 
troit, Lansme & Northern Road were aban- 
doned till noon, when the tracks in the yard 


started out. The snowfall seems to be heavi- 
jest in and just around Detroit only, as trains 
after getting out afew miles report no diffi- 
culty in running. There is no communicaton 
between Detroit and New York. 

ADRIAN, Mich., April 6.—[Special.] — The 
strong north wind, with accompanying snow, 
which set in last night has continved up to this 
‘hour (6:15 p. m.) without appreciable diminu- 
tion. The storm is the severest seen here in 
ten years, and is the more notable that it 16 so 
late in the season and follows an unusually 
miid and open winter. Business and travel are 
Virtuaily suspended owing to the high drifts. 
Indications are for another rough night. 

COLDWATER, Mich., April 6.— |Special. |— 
There has been a very heavy fall of snow al 
day, and it is drifting badiy. Business is badly 
broken up. 

CINCINNATI, O., April 6.—Although the dam- 
age by the rise in the Obio River has not been 
very heavy, the gravest apprehension is felt 
tonight owing to the state of the weacher and 
reports from above. It has been snowing 
here constantly since 3 p. m. yesterday 


and at 10 o' clock tonight continues. 
Similar reports are received from 
points above, and with the heavy 


rise at Pittsburg it is teared that a disastrous 
flood will ensue. The river is fifty-iour feet at 
10 o'clock tonight and stationary, but it is 
rising 100 miles above, and there will undoubt- 
edly be arise bere by tomorrow. The only 
bope is for a sudden fall in the temperature, 
for should the eaormous fall of snow melt 
there is no telling when the rise would cease. 

SANDUSKY, O., April 6.—A frigbtful blizzard 
and snow-storm began'‘at 6 o'clock last evening 
and have continued unabated ever since. The 
snow has driited six feet deep, and fences have 
disappeared. Not a street-car is running, and 
people living in the suburba can’t get into the 
city. All trains are late and traffic is paralyzed. 
No vessels dare leave port, as a gale is prevail- 
ing on the lake. There is no sign of an abate- 
ment. 

To.epo, O., April 6.—A heavy snow-storm set 
in just before midnight and bas increased stea- 
dily in violence ever since. Fully ten inches of 
snow have fallen and the heavy gale bas caused 
mueb drifting. The streets are almost impass- 
able and street-car lines are frequently 
blocked. the railways have not suffered much 
a8 vet. 

CLEVELAND, O., April 6.—The raw north 
wind of Monday night brought with it a storm 
of snow as evening set in, which continued 
during the night and yet prevails. A change 
in the temperature during the night caused the 
snow to pack heavily to adepth of six inches. 
Street-car lines are much impeded. ‘The snow 
is Still falling, and itis very damp and forms 
slusb as it falls. Telegraphic communication 
is delayed, and wires are working badiy from 
every quarter. 

WaBasH, Ind., April 6.—[Special.}—The se- 
verest snow-storm of the season prevailed to- 
day and tonight throughout the Upper Wabash 
Vailey. Trains on all the roads are late, and 
the Wabasb, St. Louis & Pacific Road was com- 
pelled to dispatch snow-plows to the Detroit 
division tonight, The ground is now covered 
toadepth of fifteen inches and is drifting 
badly. 

ELKHART, Ind., April 6.—[Special.]—-A heavy 
snow-storm bas raged here all day. It is now 
nearly one foot in depth, and ié the worst 
April storm this section has witnessed in years. 

CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., April 6.—|Special. | 
—A blinding snow-storm and a cold northwest 
wind have prevailed dere all day. Fully five 
inches of snow and rain have fallen since 7 
o'clock this morning. ! 

East SAGINAW, Mich., April 6.—[Special.|— 
The worst gale of wind for many years pre- 
vailed since last nigbt and tonight some snow 
squalis accompanying it. Beyond blowing 
down signs, smoke-stacks, and chimneys, no 
serious damage was done in this city. Trains 
from Detroit, due at 1 p. m., have not arrived. 
The only real disaster thus far reported oc- 
curred to a passenger-train on the Port Huron 
& Northwestern Railroad, due here from Port 
Huron at 12:41 p. m. When seven miles east 
of this city, running twenty miles an bour, 
as the train emerged from a piece of timber the 
gale lifted the three coaches bodily from the 
tracks and huried them with great force into 
a ditch, wrecking coaches which contained 
twenty-five passengers, eleven of whom were 
more or less injured, but fortunately none 
were killed. The injured were brought to this 
city on a special train sent after them and 
medical attendance was provided. 


The Floods—A Repetition of the Disastrous 
Inundations of 1883-’84 Looked For by 
Ohio River Towns. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 6.—|Spectal. |—Anx- 
jous people and alarmists have been predicting 
a disastrous flood for four days, but today for 
the firat tine genuine and widespread alarm is 
felt. The Ohio has been steadily rising at the 
rate of an inch or more an hour since Saturday 


night, and is now four and a half feet above 
the danger line. So, with the Kentucky and 
Licking Kivers both on the rise and eight inches 
of snow on the ground at points above, it 
seems that another great flood is almost inevita- 
bie. Scenes in the flooded districts around the 
city today are distressing. In the lowlands 
many houses are submerged and the people 
have been compelled to move out. The water 
came upon some of them soswiftly and sbarp- 
ly last night that they were busy at early dawn 
this morning removing their household goods 
to high and safe points. The, damp and cold 
weatber, with an alternate fali of drizziing 
rain and snow, bas made the situation doubly 
distressing all day, and tonight there is no re- 
lief. The scene from the foot of any 
of the streets leading to the river is 
„ grand. gloomy, and sublime.“ Looking 
northward, nothing can be seen save 
a vast expanse of muddy water. Even the 
Town of Jeffersonville, on the other side of 
the river, is almost shut off from view. Up 
and down the river front the water has sub- 
merged everything, the sidewalk on the wharf 
is only a reminiscence, and the inhabitants of 
that quarter get into their houses only 
through the windows of the second stories. 
The water bas not yet scaled the great 
cut-off embankment that protects that iil- 
fated district known as the Point, but a few 
feet more will bring it over, and then the worst 
that can be teared will have come. The dis- 
tressing scenes that attended the intense 
suffering and the great loss of property, if not 
ot lite, that made the tioods of 1883 and 1884 
memorable will be reénacted. 

At nightfall the water at this point iorms a 
vast lake, stretching back to the bluffs that 
overlook the river four miles above, and ex- 
tending northward, until it seems only a dark 
and muddy sea. The narrow-gage railroad in 
this section is submerged and the bridge over 
Bear Grass Creek will soon become impassable. 
Hundreds of houses are flooded and a number 
of large manufacturing establishments have 
been compelled to shut down. The back- 
waterin Bear Grass Creek has reached the 
yards of many houses on Story avenue, 
and everything north of Fulton street is 
flooded, as well as a number of little homes in 
Jerusalem. 

The situation in Portland, Shippingport, and 
the entire lower end of the city along the river 
bank is more discouraging today than at any 
time previous, and the water has already 
passed the point which every one thought it 
would never reach again. The people now 
seem to bave become reconciled to the worst, 
and nothing short of a flood as great as the 
one of 1884 will justify their expectations. 
Past experience bas taught a valuable lesson, 
and already a number whose houses appear 
aafe trom danger have made all preparations 
to vacate. Those living close to the river bank 


are much discouraged, and some baye decided 
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were partially cleared and the passenger trains ’ 


ty-fifth street are completely surrounded, and 
can only te reached by means of a skiff. 

Pirrssund, Pa., April 6.—The storm which 
set in yesterday morning continuee. Rain and 
snow have fallen without interrupdon for 
twenty-four bours, covering the sidewalk with 
sleet and slush and making it decidedly un- 
pleasant for persons who are compelled to be 
out. It is the worst combination of bad 
weather experienced here for years. Since 
yesterday morning the rainfall amounted to 
two inches. The rivers are rising at all points, 
and a bigh state of water, perbaps a flood, is 
apprebended, Railroad travel is impeded on 
nearly all of the lines centering in the city. 
Telegraphic communication east and west is 
— retarded, the sleet breaking down the 
wires. 

The rivers and creeks at all points are rising 
fast and rivermen predict at least thirty-five 
leet here by tomorrow morning. This would 
inundate all the low parts of the two cities and 
cause a suspension of work in all of the milis 
and fastories lining the banks of the Allegheny, 
Monongahela, and Ohio Rivers. In anticipa- 
tion of a flood the residents of Hats are 
making preparations to move out. Fears are 
entertained of another flood like that of 1884. 

The rivers are still rising at all points be- 
tween this city and the head-waters. The wa- 
ter is now nearing the danger line, but is not 
expected to reach a hight that win 
do any serious damage. At 11 o’clock 
tonight there were twenty-three feet 
in the Monongahela and twenty- 
two and one-half feet in the Allegheny. 
Both rivers were rising about three inches an 
hour. The twenty-seven-foot mark may be 
reached, but the water will not likely go any 
higher. The lower portion of Allegheny on 
the flats of the South Side are inundated, and 
people living in the threatened district have 
made all preparations for a hasty departure. 
The railroads are all running. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., April 6.—Steady rain 
during the last ninety-six hours has resulted 
in raising the Kanawha River thirty-four feet. 
The water is rising at the rate of six inches per 
bour. Already a great portion of the city is 
under water, It is feared that the water will 
reach two feet higher than the flood last week. 
There is much suffering among the poor. 
There is heavy snow in the mountains. It 
snowed at Hinton last night and today the 
river at Point Pleasant shows forty-three feet, 
rising two inches per hour. It is feared the 
flood will far exceed that of two years ago. 

JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., April 6.—[Special. | — 
Reports from the headwaters are of such graye 
character that a flood is inevitable. Should the 
city again be inundated it will prove very dis- 
astrous, as it is in no condition to undergo the 
hurdsbips and privations incidental to such a 
flood as that of 1884. The railroad fill in the 
western portion of the city isnow undermining 
and the water is sweeping through, and in con- 
sequence general alarm is felt. It has been 
snowing all day. There are indications of 
more rain. 


Subsiding Waters in Alabama. 

SELMA, Ala., April 6.—The;river is subsiding 
rapidly at this place and many of the residents 
of East Selma who have been shut out of their 
houses for several days by the waters are now 
able to return. Two negroes were 
drowned in the river this morning. 
The waves ran high under a strong wind 
and flooded the skiff in which were 
Charles Pinson, Nelson Hili, and Marion Col- 
lins, who were trying to save some drifting 
lumber. Collins escaped to the bank, Pinson 
was drowned almost instantly, and Hill, after 
swimming to within a few feet of the shore, 
was beaten back by the waves and went under. 
The destitute are being cared tor as well as the 
inadequate means at hand will permit,

‘ EATONTOWN, N. J., April 6.— The three days’ 
continuous rain bas caused many thousand 
dollars’ worth of damage in this locality. The 
Monmouth Park race-track has been damaged 
to the extent of $15,000 or $20,000 by washouts. 
Hall's Hotel is flooded on the ground floor and 
several bridges have been carried away. 


In the Dominion. 

TORONTO, April 6.—A heavy wind and snow 
storm has prevailed in Ontario since early this 
morning. A number of buildings have been 
unroofed, fences, signs, etc., have been blown 


down, and considerable other damage done. 
Ine roof of William Bell & Co.’s organ fac- 
tory at Guelph, one of the largest buildings in 
that vity, was biown off while the bands were 


at work, and several of them were injured. 


Storm and High Tides on the Atlantic 


Coast. 

New York, April 6.—Dispatchbes from all 
along the coast report the tides as unusually 
high. Inanumber of places wreckage is re- 
ported as coming ashore and the sea running 
very high. The stranded steamer Capital City 
was badly broken up by the storm of last night, 
and is rapidly going to pieces. The Jersey 
Meadows and lowlands along the Hudson are 
covered with water. Advices from the interior 
of the State show many local railroads blocked 
by landslides and wasbouts. Country roads 
are reported impassable. 

Numerous bridges are in danger of being 
swept away and meadows and farming land are 
under water in many places. At Long Branch, 
Ocean Grove, Asbury Park, and other seaside 
resorts more or less damage was done to build- 
ings, sea walls, etc. 


A Rise Predicted by the Weather Bureau. 

Wasainaton, D. C., April 6.—The Weather 
Bureau reports as foliows: 

There will be a decided rise in the Ohio River 
from Pittsburg to its mouth, from Cincinnati 
to Cairo. It will become exceedingly danger- 
ous, as will also the Tennessee and Cumberland 
Rivers, which will also rise decidedly. Between 
Cairo and Vicksburg on the Mississippi the 
lowland districts will be submerged. There 
will be a slight rise in the rivers of Soutb Caro- 
lina, Georgia, and Alabama, alter which a de- 
vided fail will occur.

DOCTRESSES UNLEASHED, 


Medical Degrees Conferred on Nineteen 
Graduates of the Chicago Woman's Med. 
ical College. 

The sixteenth annual commencement exer- 
cises of the Chicago Woman's Medical College 
were held yesterday afternoon at the Grand 
Opera-House. The women, availing themselves 
of their privilege, were fifteen minutes late, 
the exercises commencing, after their entrance, 
at a quarter past 2 o’clock with prayer by the 
Rt.-Rev. Bishop Fallows. Following the prayer 
came the Secretary's report by Prof. Marie J. 
Mergler, who recited that during the last year 
the college building had been enlarged and im- 
proved and a dispensary added to it. There 
were during last year seventy-six matriculants 
—a greater number than ever before—thirty- 
eight of whom were from Illinois, thirty-seven 
from outside States, and one from Australia.

The following prizes were distributed: Tho 
Rosa Engert prize, for the best examination in 
medical microscopy, to Helen R. Kellogg, M. D., 
and Blanche Moore, M. D.: bighest average 
scholarship in anatomy by Prof. Mary E. Bates, 
to Rose Talbot, M. D.: a special certificate of 
honor, for excellence in scholarsbip in special 
branches, to Rose Talbott, M. D., and Carrie 
Noble White, M. D.; a prize from Prof. Dan- 
forth to Florence Estelle Collins, M. D., his as- 
sistant in pathology. 

While music was being rendered after the 
conferring of degrees, many bouquets, several 
books, two packages of candy, anda statuet 
in clay of a man on horseback were banded 
up to the ushers—undergraduates of the med- 
ical school—on the:stage, by whom they were 
delivered to various members of tie graduat- 
ing class.

Aided by the Strikers the Present Regime 
Secure Re-election—Negroes Driven from 
the Polls—Joliet Republicans Put Up No 
Ticket—The Republican Majority in Cin- 
cinnati 6,786 and the Victory Complete 
—The Results in Several States. 


East Zr. Loui III., April 6.—[Special.}— 
The city election today resulted in a victory 
for the Democratic ring, and insures the in- 
dicted officials another lease of official life un- 
less impeached by the State. This was caused 
by the city authorities protecting strikers, fur- 
nishing bond for them when arrested, and al- 
lowing them to do as they pleased. A number 
of negroes were mobbed in tne Fourth Ward 
when they tried to vote. 

Five colored men, residents of the Second 
Ward, presented themselves at the polls to cast 
to cast votes for Martin Doyle, the opponent 
of Lewis Mengus, candidate for Alderman. 
They were immediatly challenged, so they 
aver, by Patrick Canty, policeman, who insisted 
upon their leaving. They refused to go until 
they had voted, and Canty drew a revolver to 
enforce his authority. A number of bystand- 
ers—said to be supporters of Mengus—then 
rusbed upon and struck them with brass 
knuckies, when the negroes beat a hasty re- 
treat. 

JOuret, III., April 6.—[Special.]—The town 
election today resulted in the entire Demo- 
cratic ticket being elected, without opposition. 
A People’s ticket was nominated on the eve of 
election-day, but so many of the Democratic 
ticket were indorsed by the convention, made 
up largely of Democrats, that the remaining 
candidates withdrew and refused to run. The 
inactivity and indifference of the Republicans 
are bitterly condemned. The success ot the 
town ticket, it is feared, will endanger the 


$1,000 license issue in the municipal 
contest which comes off Tuesday, the 
20th inst. But the people are now

Tux publication of the original draft of 
Seward’s letter ot instructions to Minister 
Adams in May, 1861 (which will be found 
elsewhere in today’s issue), is a most im- 
portant contribution to the diplomatic his- 
tory of the War, showing as it does the 
masterly manner in which President Lincoln 
revised and corrected the dispateh after it 
came from the hand of the Secretary of 
State. The situation was a critical one at 
that time and a slight blunder in diplomacy 
might have led to a recognition of the South- 
ern Confederacy by Great Britain and a 
declaration of war against the Northern 
States. The astute and accomplished Seward 
must have appreciated the gravity of the 
crisis and spent his best efforts in the prep- 
aration of this important letter, but it ap- 
pears now that Mr. Lincoin revised the 
original draft with rare sagacity, smoothing 
down asperities, modifying overstatements, 
and strengthening weak points so that when 
the paper left his hands it was fairly 
transformed, Looked at in the light 
of subsequent events, it is not too much to say 
that Seward’s draft contained grave and 
dangerous blunders, but that they were all 
modified or corrected by Mr. Lincoln with 
matehless skill. The errors in Seward’s 

draft are surprising when viewed in connec- 
tion with Mr, Lincoln’s correctiuns, but no 


intelligent person can doubt that as the docu- 


ment left the President's hands it was a 
model state paper, tempered to the necessities 
of the occasion and showing keen foresight 
and unerring judgment.

THE APRIL ELECTIONS OF MICHI- 
GAN, INDIANA, AND OHIO, 

The outcome of the April elections, so far 

as reported, shows that the Republicans of 

Ohio and Indiana have knocked the persim- 


decidedly. broken up and disorganized. In 
the latter State, indeed, the election was a 
‘* ¢o-as-you-please ” affair. For the last three 
or four years the Republicans have been dis- 
tracted and in bad fighting trim, though 
they are slowly coming into shape again, and 
the Democrats have been of no account except 
in combination with Greenbackers and cranks, 
of whom the Michigan woods seem to be 
full. The result was apparent in the town 
elections. Democrats, Republicans, Prohibi- 
tionists, Greenbackers, Workingmen, and 
Knights of Labor ran separate tickets in some 
places and made all sorts of heterogene- 
ous combinations in others, For instance, 
in Muskegon Democrats, Workingmen, 
and Greenbackers united against Republic 
ans. In Grand Rapids there were two 
straight tickets and one fusion. In Lansing 
the Greenbackers refused any further alli- 
ance with their Democratic friends, and in 
Bay City the Democrats would have nothing 
to do with the Greenback cranks. In Ne- 
gaunee the Knights of Labor carried every 
office. In some towns there was a straight- 
out fight between license and no license. 
Saginaw City, however, may claim to have 
accomplished what was never seen before— 
a union of the Republicans and Democrats for 
the purpose of knocking out the Knights“ 
candidates, illustrating the truth of the old 
saying that ‘politics makes strange bed- 
fellows.” In such a confused condition of 
things it is impossible to clearly locate any 
general result, except that where the Re- 
publicans had a straight fight with their old 
Democratic enemy they more than held their 
ground. 

In Indiana the Republicans made impor- 
tant gains. Fort Wayne, which has hereto- 
fore been the very stronghold of Democracy 
in the northern partof the State—a bailiwick 
which has been owned by three Democratic 
families, and supposed to be good at any 
time for a round 2,000 Democratic majority— 
was swept clean by the Republicans (aided 
by the decent Democrats), who elected their 
ent?fre ticket by about 400 majority, being a 
gain of 2,400 votes. Logansport, Bedford, 
Wabash, and Vincennes were also re- 
deemed after a hot fight. Indianapolis, 
which two years ago was captured by the 
Hendricks crowd with the aid of bolting Re- 
publicans, also takes her place in the Repub- 
lican column again. Two years ago the Re- 
publicans were beaten by a thousand ma- 
jority, but Monday the wandering sheep 
came back to the fold and the tables were 
exactly reversed, the Democrats being 
knocked out to the tune of 1,000 majority. 

The news from Ohio is eminently satis- 
factory. Democratic Dayton goes Republic- 
an by a good majority. Newark, a Demo- 
cratic stronghold, is redeemed. In Toledo 
the interest of the election centered on the 
canvass of Petroleum V. Nasby, and affairs 
at the Confederate Cross-Roads were never 
hotter than they were in the Third Ward, 
where he wasrunning for Alderman. It will 
be remembered that Nasby not long since 
gave whisky the go-by, and in revenge the 
saloon-men combined to drag him back, but

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THE NEW ELECTION LAW VINDI- 
CATED, 

The new Election law was fairly tested 
yesterday, and more than realized the san- 
guine expectations of its friends and advo- 
cates. There was no hitch in the machinery 
at any point. The new ballot-boxes were 
promptly delivered, the polis opened at the 
time prescribed, the judges and clerks were 
allon hand, and voting began at once and 
proceeded without a moment’s delay from 6 
o'clock a. m. until 4 p. m. without violence 
or rowdyness, decently and in order. 

The strongest argument made against the 

new law was that it would disfranchise work- 
ingmen because the polls closed too soon 
and opened too early, that they would be at 
their breakfasts at 6 o’clock and could not 
get to their work in time if they stopped to 
vote, and that they could not get through 
work in the afternoon in time to vote. It 
was urged that their only opportunity to 
vote was while they were on their way 
home from work at night. It was shown 
yesterday lu all the precincts where work- 
ingmen are numerous, as in the Fifth, 
Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, 
Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, and Sev- 
enteenth Wards, for instance, that in the 
first hour, from 6 to 7 o’¢lock, between twen- 
ty-five and seventy-five votes were cast In 
each of the precincts by the workingmen, 
who then went on their way to their labor. 
They voted without the slightest inconven- 
ience or delay and did not have to fight for a 
place in a crowded line after dark, when 
they were tired with their day’s work. They 
voted bright and early, were not delayed in 
getting to their business, and went home at 
supper-time to their families. ‘The new time- 
table worked satisfactorily, Should the 
eight-hour movement be adopted the new 
voting hours will operate still better, for 
every workingman in a precinct will then be 
able to vote before he goes to his business in 
the morning. 
It was also found that under the new law 
no person was delayed or incommoded in 
voting. It made no difference when the 
voter went to the polls, he could deposit his 
ballot without a moment’s detention. Every 
voter also had the pleasure of casting his 
vote in a quiet, orderly, respectable place. 
He was not obliged to stand in a dirty alley 
or run the gantlet of a gang of toughs and 
rowdies in a doggery, or evén go out of his 
way. Thecrowd about each poll being so 
small,the presence of the police, indeed, 
was hardly necessary. ‘There was no chal- 
lenging to speak of and no patent-affidavit 
voting. The books contained the name of 
every qualified yoter who desired to be regis- 
tered; no person whose name was not on the 
list could vote. In every way the new law 
showed a vast improvement over the old. It 
secured the most quiet, prompt, and clean 
election Chicago has had for a whole 
generation, and the result more than vindi- 
cated the care and skill displayed by its 
framers. 


CANVASSING THE ELECTION 
SULT THURSDAY. 

One of the material benefits of the new 
Election law will be enjoyed this spring in 
the expediting of the count. Last spring the 
boodle gang in the Council, although the old 
law directed them to proceed forthwith with 
the count, refused to do so until the June 
following! They kept the returns un- 
canvassed about two months. Meanwhile 
the Mayor went off to the Hot Springs for 
several weeks, and nothing was done until 
his return.

THE TRADES ASSEMBLY ON BOY- 
COTTING. 

The Boycotting. Board of the Trade and 
Labor Assembly of Chicago has taken a post- 
tion in regatd to the indiscriminate practice 
of boycotting which is timely and prudent, 
and which will commend itself to public ap- 
proval. It is a step in the right direction, 
and if the resolution adopted by the assembly, 
which makes boycotting a necessity of last 
resort, to be used only when negotiation and 
arbitration have failed, is generally obeyed 
by workingmen, they will occupy a position 
which is a strong one, and will not antag- 
onize the community to the extent that the 
practice has heretofore. 

The un-American boycott has unquestion- 
ably alienated public sympathy from the 
workingmen, even when their cause had ele- 
ments of justice on its side. Under the com- 
mon law there is no clearer right than 
that a man shall be left free to regulate 
his own business and to conduct it 
as he pleases, so long as his manage- 
ment is honest and does not injure 
his neighbors. He has the right to buy of 
whom he pleases and to sell to whom he 
pleases, and no one is authorized to inter- 
fere with that right. And yet this is just 
what the boycotter does. He says to the 
employer with whom he may happen to have 
a grievance: ‘You shall not sell your 
goods.” He says to the employer's custom- 
ers: Tou shall not buy of him.” If they 
persist in exercising what is clearly their 
right, then they menace the trade not only 
of their employer but of all his customers, 
with whom they have no grievance, and 
sometimes carry it so far as to menace indi- 
viduals who trade with the employer’s cus- 
tomers, To carry out their revenge against 
their own employer, they also seek to injure 
the business of scores of other firms with 
whom they have no connection or complaint. 
Should such a practice as this become uni- 
versal, and were it possible to make it suc- 
cessful, itis clear that business-men would 
soon have to close their places. The uncer- 
tainty and risk attending it, even were their 
own employés contented with their time and 
wages, would be so great that no prudent 
man would care to expose himself to them. 

It is for workingmen also to consider that 
they can never expect to carry their points 
in the face of public sympathy, and that 
nothing is so sure to alienate that sympathy 
and array the public against them as the boy- 
cott. It can only be justified as an extreme 
measure, when they have the right on their 
side and every other method of obtaining sat- 
isfuction has failed; and even then it is ques- 
tionable whether it is prudent to carry it as 
far or to apply it as indiscriminately as they 
have heretofore attempted to do. In any 
event, in the hands of rash, hotheaded men, 
it is a weapon which will cut both ways, and 
in the long run will injure them more than it 
will their employers. Combination will be 
met with combination, aggression with ag- 
gression, and interference with rights under 
the law will be checked by the law itself, 
In the end the workingmen will suffer most. 
The assembly therefore has done wisely to 
put acheck upon this practice. It is not a 
just, honorable, or legal method of warfare.

WHEAT SUPPLIES. 
Bradstreet’s quarterly report of the visible 
supply of breadstuffs in this country may be 
accepted as Indicating that the people of the 
United States have plenty, however it may 
be with the rest of the world. The follow- 
ing are the totals for wheat anc flour in

These figures do not include stocks in the 
hands of farmers, but they do contain the 
11,000,000 bushels of wheatin store in the 
Northwest, much of which is at country 
points. The most impoitant fact couched in 
the figures is that the aggregates are only 
about 6,000,000 bushels less than those of 
three months ago, which involves the sup- 
position that the farmers of this country have 
delivered some 70,000,000 bushels to market 
in that time, in spite ot low prices and the 
belief that their reserves had been reduced to 
asmaller quantity than usual by previous 
free selling from a short crop. | 

An attempt has been made to obtain a 
knowledge of the magnitude of the world’s 
wheat crop of last year. It is given as 
2,098,286,759 bushels. As only six of the 
thirty-two items given are claimed to be 
ofticial, and but two of them final, we 
may well doubt the value of the last 
few | figures, and suppose the statement 
to be equally accurate if they are replaced by 
ciphers. The total may be stated as about 
2,100,000,000 bushels, or only a little more 
than was at one time claimed for the corn 
crop of this country in the same year. Of 
this aggregate about 60 per cent is credited 
to Europe, and 288,000,000 bushels, or nearly 
14 per cent, to British india, The last named 
is not far from 80 per cent of the wheat crop 
of the United States in 1885. A little less 
than one-half of the total is claimed for all 
the countries that are usually spoken of as 
exporters—viz.: Great Britain, 82; Russia, 
209; Chili, etc., 25; Australasia, 87; India, 
288; United States, 357; and Canada, 35, 
Total, 1,033 millions of bushels. That is 
about twice the size of the largest wheat 
crop ever raised in this country. It may be 
of interest to note that, roughly speaking, 
the quantity of wheat raised last year by the 
whole world is equal in value on the farm to 
$1 per head for the entire population of the 
globe. Itis also equal to the supplying of 
each of earth’s residents with about a bushel 
and a half, which is less than a third part of 
the allowance made by statisticians in com- 
puting the consumption of the peoples who 
speak the English language as their own. 
This fact warrants the inference that there is 
by no means an overproduction of wheat at 
the present time, but that the great fault is 
either a lack of appreciation of the value of 
wheat as a food basis or an inability to buy 
it, or both. The world could consume as 
food and seed three times as much wheat as 
was raised last year, or has ever been raised 
in the course of a twelvemonth, and still not 
be overfed. Here is the suggestion of a 
Splendid opportunity for a little missionary 
effort on the part of the tired wheat bulls in 
this and other markets. They should go out 
into other lands and drum up customers in 
the half of the world whose means and modes 
of living are as yet an enigma to that other 
half to which the should-be sellers belong. 
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THe River and Harbor bill contains no 
appropriation for the Potomac Flats—a pesti- 
lential locality near the White House on which 
Congress has already expended $900,000. 
The engineer says if no appropriation is 
made this year there will be great danger 
that floods may destroy the work already 
done, but Congress has discovered a grave 
doubt whether the Government has any title

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private persons. In 1869 one John L. Kid- 


well secured from the General Land-Office a 
patent tor about forty-eight acres of mud 
which had been thrown up near the long 
bridge in consequence of the change in the 
river currents produced by the foundations 
of that structure. No one else saw any 
value in the foul deposit of mud and sewage, 
but Kidwell had a keen eye for the possi- 
bilities of the future, and his heirs 
now claim the property on which the 
Government has expended nearly a million 
dollars. It appears that no official inquiry 
has ever been made into the validity of the 
Kidwell title, The entire section known as 
the Potomac Flats was supposed to be Gov- 
ernment property, and Congress mada an ap- 
propriation to convert the pestilence-breeding 
district into a park to be added to the White- 
House grounds, Subsequently the Attorney- 
General ordered a suit to be brought against 
the Kidwell heirs, but for some unexplained 
reason the proceeding was not begun. There 
was a grave failure of duty somewhere when 
Congress appropriated nearly a million dol- 
lars for the improvement of property with- 
out knowing whether it belonged to the Gov- 
ernment or not. It seems, however, that 
Congress called on the Department of Jus- 
tice several times to investigate the matter, 
but nothing was done. Neither Brewster 
nor Garland furnished opinions as to the title 
of the Government, and while the former 
gave directions for a suit against the Kidwell 
heirs he took no pains to see that his order 
was carried out. . 
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THe House has passed the bill granting 
pensions to all persons who served in the 
Mexican War and to the widows of those 
deceased. If the bill is not amended in the 
Senate or vetoed by the President it will 
fasten a heavy charge on the Government 
for the next forty or fifty years. The amount 
required at present will be trom $10,000,000 to 
$12,000,000 per anuum, and it will be at least 
fifty years before the last surviving widow 
disappears from the pension-list. Thisisa 
heavy and needless burden to be laid on the 
labor and industries of the country at a time 
when there is urgent need for a reduction of 
war taxation. All the Mexican volunteers 
who were wounded or injured in health have 
been drawing pensions under previous acts 
these many years, but this measure will put 
on the list those who incurred no disability 
whatever. They are ‘‘ veterans” because in 
the prime of their youth they spent a few 
weeks or months on a sort of holiday excur- 
sion into Mexico. Only a small portion of 
them saw any really hard service, and all 
who were hurt in health or limb were pen- 
sioned long ago. This gives pensions to 
20,000 men who performed no service, the 
war being over before they reached the 
scene of hostijities. Most of the volunteers 
in the war against the Greasers have ever 
since remembered their trip South as the 
finest jaunt or frolic of their lives. The Gov- 
ernment treated them handsomely. After 
the war was ended it gave each man a land- 
warrant for 160 acres, with choice cf location 
in Western Ohio, Western Indiana, IIIinols, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, Missouri, and 
Arkansas. Thousands of men living in 
these States own farms worth from $10,- 
000 to $20,000 which were presented 
to them by the Government as a 
reward for the short service rendered while 
the Greasers were being pommeled and de- 
spoiled. Others who sold their bounty land 
scrip have only themselves to blame that 
they are not equally fortunate. Yet the 
people are to be taxed heavily for many 
years to come to pension tens of thousands 
of men who suffered no injury, served only 
a few weeks or months, and have been richly 
rewarded already. The passage of this ex- 
traordinary bill shows the demagogy of un- 
faithful members of Congress who vote away 
millions of the public taxes to strengthen 
themselves with the Washington claim agents 
and gain the favor of the advocates of this 
scheme of plunder, while the people whose 
pockets are robbed are regarded as stupid 
cattle who will not resent the outrage. 
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Tue Arbitration bill adopted by the House 
of Representatives is not a very strong meas- 
ure, but it may do some good and certainly 
cannot work any harm. It applies only to 
common carriers engaged in inter-State or 
Territorial traffic, and provides for a purely 
voluntary arbitration of all disputes between 
them and their employés. Each party is to 
select an arbitrator and these two appoint a 
third. The board thus constituted will have 
authority to administer oaths and compel the 
production of books and papers, but it can- 
not take jurisdiction of any grievance until 
both parties agree to submit it and abide 
by the decision. Under the present laws 
there is nothing whatever to prevent the 
arbitration of difliculties, and the House 
bill provides a method of settlement 
which is already open to employers 
and employés who will agree to adopt it. 
There is, however, some advantage in giving 
arbitration boards the direct sanction of the 
law, and vesting them with power to admin- 
ister oaths and send for books and papers. 
Then the provision requiring the Government 
to pay the expenses of arbitration may op- 
erate to encourage this mode of quieting 
grievances. The House bill has no compul- 
sory features, but it holds out inducements 
for the parties to arbitrate their differences, 
and when the Government pays the expense 
and provides the machinery it may be that 
railroads and their employés will accept this 
mode of determining disputes instead of re- 
sorting to trials of endurance. The bill aims 
to encourage and promote voluntary arbitra- 
tion, but if it fails in this it will amount to 
nothing.

mercial-Gazette printed alist showmg all the 
names on the poll-book, loose leaves and all, 
which was recently photographed in spite of 
the frantic attempts of the boodle gang and 
Clerk Dalton to prevent it. It contained the 
996 names which were recorded Oct. 14, 1885. 
Prior to the publication the precinct bad been 
thoroughly canvassed for the new directory 
and nota man had been missed.

Mr. Blunt thus narrates bis interview with 
the tenant, Patrick McManus, a little old man 
of 70, bunched, bent, and bowed, but cheerful 
under his misfortunes:

About that time, having some savings, 
he paid £20 for the tenant-right of another bit of 
eight acres. But the very next year the landlord 

taken this away from him without com- 
pensation. He now held seven and a haif 
acres, five inherited from his father, 
and two and a half reclaimed by himself, 
and for this he paid 45 per annum. 
People had advised him to go into court to get the 
rent lowered, but where was he to find money for 
it? Sohe bad gone on till last autumn, when he 
Was sued for a haif-year’s rent, £2 9s lld—and now 
for £3 128 104, with eviction. It was only half a 
year's rent he owed, and he had paid his rent and 
ois father before him for seventy years.

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cutions they iound happy, contented homes, 
a prosperous and peaceful people, no man’s 
rights interfered with, and liberty in 
the fullest sense extended to all. Their aim 
has been to destroy these homes and under 
the pretended disguize of enforcing the law to 
convert this condtuon of things into pande- 
moniums. There is no parallel in the history 
of America for their efforts in this direction, 
for their malignant cunning, beartiess persist- 
ence, and unscrupulous disregard of the 
principles of justice, and it is not their fauit 
if they fall. Had Mormonism been a man- 
made institution it could not have withstood 
the violent assaults directed against it. 
Schisms would have arisen and the imprison- 
ment and conceniment of its leading men 
would have been followed by the disintegra- 
tion of the organization, while the enemies of 
Mormonism made denunciation of the priest- 
hood. The tact that violence and confusion do 
not exist here is due to its teachings. 

it is no wonder prejudice exists on ail ques- 
tions towards us or that Congress should be in- 
duced under pressure to enact laws, when the 
principal officers sent here are the people's 
greatest enemies and the deadliest foes to law 
and order. The Edmunds law is enforced in 
spirit with merciless severity and malice, the 
officials prosecuting it baving one 80 tar be- 
yond the letter and spirit of the law in its en- 
forcement that grand and petit jurors were 
selected on account of their pronounced oppo- 
sition to the accused and thoir religion, and 
strained constructions of the law framed to 
suit each case without regard to preceding 
rulings were applied. Charges to juries have 
amounted to direct instruction to convict. The 
law has been made the instrument of frightful 
wrong and the torture inflicted goes far be- 
yond anything ever conceived of by the 
men who voted for its passage. Deiight is 
taken by those enforcing it in the misery it 
brings. Justice in the Federal courts here is 
out of the question, owing to the animus mani- 
fested by the officiais. The prosecution finds a 
willing Judge and a pliant jury, ready to ex- 
ecute his decreé. None escape. The agony of 
wives, tears of children touch the prosecution 
witb no pity whatever. Impudence and ferocity 
sit on his brow. The Judge browbeats the ac- 
cused and evinces inhuman exultation in pro- 
nouncing sentence, regretting that tbe law is 
not more severe. No arguments, insufficiency 
ot evidence, scantiness of law. are allowed 
to stand in the way of prearranged sentence. 
Any number of indictments can be found by 
the grand jury. The more distinguished the 
man the more certain his fate. By the aid of 
an open venire, juries are packed to execute 
the willof the Marshal, court, and prosecutor 
with servility. Many plead guilty knowing 
the hopelesness of defense to prevent insult 
to the family by indecent questions on the 
part of prosecutors, We dave appealed to 
have our suffering wrongs investigated. We 
simply ask our due. Lady witnesses arrested 
are gusrded by impure men, and are carried 
long journeys at unreasonable Bours, are plied 
with indeceut questions, and treated often as 
criminals convicted of the biackest crimes. 

The letter urges the necessity for unity and 
renewed diligence and perseverance in their 
belief on the part of the people, encourages 
the beautifying of homes and towns, the im- 
provement of agriculture, and thorough edu- 
cation of the youth.

It says: Me 
will rally around the country’s flag and main- 
tain the glorious Constitution for weal or wo, 
not laym aside our fealty to the Nation at the 
pidding of demagog4, religious fanatics, or in- 
tolerant despots. Mormonism bas 80 far out- 
lived its enemies and will in future.“ It closes

First Lehmann 


Central Music-Hall—The 
Concert. 
The audience at Central Music-Hall last 
night was hardly so large as the merits of the 
concert deserved, but what it lacked in num- 
bers it fully made up in quality and 
in enthusiasm. The musicians of the 
city were liberally represented, yet ap- 
plause was distributed with no stinted hand. 
To say this is already to have said that the aif- 
ferent selections had been made with taste and 
at the performance were interpreted with in- 
telligence artistic spirit, and spontaneity. In 
fact, no concert is at this moment recalled 
in which a prima donna constituted the central 
figure where nevertheless so high astandard 
of excellence was uniformly maintained in her 


surroundings. Mr. Musin, for example, is well 
known as the most meritorious popular violin- 
ist ever heard in this city; or, it it pleases 
him better, the most universally pleasing 
of classical violinists. He has the repose and 
svirit of a virtuoso along with genuine music- 
al teeling. In all his numbers last night be 
fully maintained his reputation, being recalied 
again and again, and playing two numbers not 
down upon the program—Leoharii’s Souvenir 
of Haydn,” and his own Mazurka de Concert. 
Mr. Franz Rummel made his entrance with 
Beethoven's sonata appassionata, of which be 
gave a broad, musicianly, and essentially artis- 
tic rending. With the exception of the exces- 
sively delicate variations arranged by Tausig 
from a Schubert string quartet, played here 
fotmerly by Mr. Rummel, this was his 
most finisbed performance as yet in 
Chicago. His most brilliant numberof the 
evening was Chopin's grand polonaise in A 
flat, op. 53, of which his playing was every- 
thing that could be desired. In the Chopin 
Berceuse, given for a recall, he exbibited some 
extremely beautiful pianissimo playing. He 
was mucb helped by a grand pianoforte of ex- 
ceptional sonority and refined and expressive 
singing quality of tone. 

Miss Lilli Lebmann is too great an artist to be 
defined off-band after a single hearing. Her 
voice does not impress one at first as bemg of 
the very finest quality. It is rather what mathe- 
maticians call a good working hypothesis ot 
a fine voice—baving breadth, fullness, flexibil- 
ity (both ae to florature and phrasing), and 
musical timbre. Nevertheless, it stops short 
of the Patti smoothness upon the one hand 
and Nilsson's half vicious incisiveness upon 
the other. It is a voice to please, at times to 
comfort, but rarely to enrapture, and 
never to command. It was least grate- 
ful in the Mozart air last nit. 
The quality does not suit Mozart. It was best 
in Liszt's Mignon.“ Miss Lebmann was re- 
called over and over again, and her first Chi- 
cago appearance was an unquestioned success.

Coming Down in Bits.

This fragment must weigh at least 150 
pounds, while the other was about baif its 
size. The fall of the second piece proves con- 
clusively that the wooden railing now sur- 
rounding the buildmg is no protection to the 
people passing upon the walk at those points 
where the porticos of the building jut out to-

It seas be evident to all who studiously look 
into the subject that the cost. of our present 
traditional book systems of education is very 
great and the net returns exceedingly small. 
It is mournful to see how helpless our young 
men are for tne stern business of life after 
they have got out of our effete schools and 
colleges all that these institutions can give 
them. They bave learned nothing but 
words and are lamentably ignorant of things. 

Having finished this sort of education, 
which, in a true sense, is no education at all, 
they bave to begin again and learn something 
which will enable them to take tneir part in 
the worid’s work and qualify them to become 
useful members of society. This they bave 
not learned in the institutions where they have 
spent so much time and money in mouthing 
words and in which. they have acquired but a 


dreamy notion of real things. 


All this the system of manual training would 


change. Yes, will change, and the sooner the 
change is made the better. 


This is the most 
practical age the world hus ever known. It is 
an age of vast designs and great achievements. 


An age of steel and iron; of steam and elec- 
tricity. Our systems of education should be 
titted to the spirit of chis age, not of ages that are 
past and gone, leaving only their ghosts behind. 


There is no department of life where there is 


so great need, not of reform merely, but of 
revolution,

of man and bring it more into conformity with 
the pressing needs of the hour and the changed 
conditions of the human race,

| A FAMOUS DISPATCH. 


SEWARD’S INSTRUCTIONS TO ADAMS AS 
CORRECTED BY LINCOLN. 


A Paper Which Goes Far Towards Estab- 
lishing the Martyr President's Reputation 
as the Ablest Diplomatist of the War— 
The Work of a Master Hand—The Dis- 
patch as Officially Printed, Together with 
the Corrections Made in the Draft. 

The last number of the North American Re- 
view, under the beading “A Famous Diplo- 
matic Dispatch,“ reproduces the original dis- 
patch of Secretary Seward, as corrected by 
President Lincoln, conveying to Mr. Adams, 
the United States Minister at London, bis first’ 
full instructions after the outbreak of the Re- 
beliion. The fac-simile is given in full in the 
North American and adds very much to the in- 
terest of the article. Persons interested in 
this subject will need to read the article in the 
North American in full in order to appreciate 
its peculiar value as an historical document. 
The text of the Review article (which is writ- 
ten by Allen Thorndike Rice) and extracts 
from the dispatch as officially printed, with a 
notation of the corrections made in the draft, 
are as follows: : 

The worid is full of reminiscences of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. A paper, given in fac-simile in 
this issue of the North American Review, will 
doubtless prove a new and surprising revelation 
of the man, even to those of us who supposed 
that we knew bim best. This paper is a repro- 
duction of the origina! dispatch of Mr. Seward. 
as corrected by Mr. Lincoln, conveying to Mr. 
Adama, our Minister at London, his first full 
instructions after the outbreak of the Re- 
bellion. 

Many military men who have had access to 
Mr. Lincoln's papers bave classed him as the 


best General of the War. This paper will go 
far toward establishing his reputation as its 
ablest dipiomatist. He bad been President for 
only three months. Certainly, when he came 
to the office, the farthest thing from the 
thought of the people was to** credit 
him with diplomatic kuowledge or skill. But 
this paper, by its erasures, itssubstitutions, and 
its amendments, shows a nice sense of the 
shades of meaning in words, a comprehensive 
knowledge of the situation, and a thorough 
appreciation of the grave results which might 
tollow the use of terms which he either modi- 
fied or erased. These various corrections of 
Mr. Seward's dispatch by the rail-splitter of 
Illinois form a most interesting addition to the 
history of Mr. Lincoln and that of our diplo- 
macy. 

The paper is one that needs few comments 
to bring its remarkable character before the 
reader. The burdens of home affairs, which 
then lay heavily on the new President, will 
readily occur to every student of our history. 
The countiess demands upon his time gave 
little opportunity for reflection. Prompt ac- 
tion was required in all directions and ip every- 
thing, small and great. But, as his handiwork, 
now forthe first time presented, shows, he 
turned witb perfect composure from the home 
to the equally threatening foreign field and 
revised with a master hand the most important 
dispatch that had as yet been prepared by Mr. 
Seward. The work shows a edom, an in- 
sight into foreign affairs, askiliin the use of 
language, a delicacy of criticism, and a dis- 
crimination in metbods of diplomatic dealing 
which entitle Mr. Lincoln to the honors of an 
astute statesman. 

The opening of the dispatch is Mr. Seward's 
first draft as corrected by himself. Mr. Lin- 
coln’s revision begins with the direction to 
leave out the paragraph We intend to have a 
clear and simple record of whatever issue may 
arise between us and Great Britain.“ He 
seemed to see no reason for harshly reproving 
Mr. Dallas, and so be modified the expression 
“The President is surprised ana grieved,“ to 
the President regrets.“ With tha mul- 
tiplicity of facts crowding dis mind, 
he vet did not forget that no 
explanations had been demanded of Great 
Britain; and so he wrote in the margin: 
Leave out, because it does not appear that 
such explanations were demanded.’’ He did 
not care to refiect upon the body of our repre- 
sentatives abroad, and therefore he struck out 
the sentence on that subject which is marked. 
He crossed out ** wrongtu)’’ and wrote burt- 
ful,“ showing a knowledge of the exact value 
of words worthy of a Treneh. A wrongful 
act implies intention to harm, but in the word 
„ durtful“ the charge of intent is not found. 
In the unsettied conditio Of te question of 
recognizing the Southern Coufederacy he did 
not deem it. best to threaten; aud so, instead 
of * No one of these proceedings will be borne

In discussing the question of privateers Mr. 
Lincoln wrote omit opposit another 
threat in the expression, the laws of na- 
tions afford an adequate and proper remedy, 
and we shall avail ourselves of it. This last 
clause he struck out. An examination of the 
fac-simile will at once disclose the nature of 
the more extensive charges which were made. 
The close of the letter exbibits further exam- 
ples of minor corrections which are of exceed- 
ing interest. The changes in one sentence are 
especially noteworthy. If that nation will 
now repeat the same great crime.,“ wrote Mr. 
Seward. “If that nation shall now repeat the 
same great error, said Mr. Lincoln. Social 
calamities ’”’ he changed to ** social 
convulsions,” as if he had in 
mind that, in the end, the result 
might not prove calamitous, however great 
the convulsions. The paper will bear long 
study, apd no one can examine it without ac- 
quiring anew and more exalted estimate of 
Mr. Lincoln's many-sided powers. 

This dispatch is interestme, also, as evi- 
dence in answering the historical question, 
still earnestly discussed, as to whether Lin- 
coln, Seward, or Stanton was the master-spirit 
in the Cabinet during the War ot the Rebellion. 


Each of these three great statesmen has advo- | 


cates who claims an unquestioned preém!nence 
for their chief. Some of them, with greater zeal 
and fidelity than knowledge and justice, seek 
to exalt the great Secretary of State or the 
great Secretary of War at the expense of the 
great War President. Surely no labor of love 
could be more futile. For history will place 
each of these illustrious Americans on the most 
honored pedestals in the Nation's pantheon, 
and bistory will add that each of them supple- 
mented, not overshadowed, his associates. 

Stanton’s iron will was felt at every impor- 
tant epoch of the War, but when bis idea of 
policy conflicted with the purpose of the Presi- 
dent the great War Minister was forced to 
yield, Seward, the ablest American diplo- 
matist of the century, the American Talley- 
rand, found also in the nah of the people a 
master who knew when to exact implicit obe- 
dience. This fact is demonstrated by the fac- 
simile of the draft of the famous dispatch re- 
produced in this issue of the North American 
Review. It is corrected by the band of Abra- 
ham Lincoln in words that certify to bis states- 
manship, as, without question, they saved this 
Nation from a war with England which, at that 
period, would probably have resulted. 

Many efforts have been made to obtain a 
copy of the draft which I how publish; but, 
even when backed by the authority of Con- 
gress, they have failed in securing it. 

In the Forty-fourth Congress, first session, 
in tne Senate, Tuesday, June 6, 1876, Mr. Bout- 
well offered tor present consideration this res- 
olution, to which, ho said, he supposed there 
would be no objection: 

Resolved, That the President be requested, if not 
in his opinion inconsistent with the pubiic inter- 
ests,'to furnish the Senate with a fac-simile copy 
of the original draft of the letter of the Secretary 
of State to the Minister of the United States at the 
Court of St. James in May, 1861, in relation to the 
prociamation of her Majesty the Queen of Great 
Britain, recognizing the belligerent character of 
the Confederate States. 

The resolution was considered and agreed to 
by unanimous consent. 

No reply was made to the resoludon, and 
that motion is the last the public bas heard of 
it thus far. Therecan be no objection to its 
publication now, and I take pleasure in pre- 
senting it to the readers of the North American 
Review. 

In order to make the comparison less dif- 
cult, I present also, in full, the dispatch as it 
is printed in the official correspondence, page by 
page, and have noted the corrections made in 
the draft as addenda to each page.

Lincoln in a New Light. 

St. Louis Globe-Democrat: The North Ameri- 
can Review bas done a material service to the 
cause of historical truth and the memory of 
the greatest man of modern times by pro- 
ducing in fac-simile the dispatch of Secretary 
Seward, as corrected by President Lintoln, 
conveying to the American Minister at London 
his first full instructions · after the outbreak of 
the Rebellion, It has not been generally sup- 
posed that Mr. Lincoln, with all his extraordi- 
nary ability in so many directions, was a pro- 
found and skillful diplomatist, capable of cop- 
ing with the wisest and most experienced 
statesmen of that class. The historians and 
the people have been alike disposed to ascribe 
the principal credit of tne Lincoln Administra- 
tion in such respect to Mr. Seward, and to 
assume that the President was content with 
making general suggestions concerning foreign 
interests and complications, leaving to his well- 
equipped Secretary of State the practical! man- 
agement of such affairs. But it now appears 
that from the very beginning Mr. Lincoln took 
direct control of that very important and delt 
cate part of the vast undertaking in which the 
Government was engaged, and that in that 
line, as in all others, it was bis superior sagaci- 
ty which most contributed to safety and suc- 
cess. 

This famous dispatch was prepared with 
special care by Mr. Seward, under date of May 
21,1861. The new Administration had been in 
operation less than three months; the War 
was in definit progress; the country stood 
agbast atthe grim and awful prospect; and 
shrewd emissaries from the South were known 
to be impdrtuning foreign Governments for 
recognition of the Confederacy, with decided 
chances in their favor. With things thus con- 
ditioned, it is easy to believe that Mr. Seward 
brought bis best thought to bear upon the 
task of setting forth the position and purposes 
of the United States, and warning other nations 
against interference in support or encourage- 
ment of the insurgents. Itwas a contingency 
ot the gruvest sort, in which a singie false or 
foolish step meant sudden ana serious, if not 
complete, disaster, and the utmost caution, 
without surrender of right or appearance of 
alarm, was necessary on all accounts. Mr. 
Seward fully understood this, and acted ac- 
cordingly; but able and adroit as be was, he 
did not satisfy Mr. Lincoln, and the President, 
who had probably never before in his life seen 
a diplomatic dispatch, took the document, and 
by erasures, amendments, and substitutions 
changed its tone in many particulars and re- 
adjusted its drift aud scope with a discrimi- 
nation as precise as it was sound and advanta- 
geous. 

These facts are interestingand significant 
not only as a revelation of Mr. Lincoln's won- 
derful natural ability and quick appreciation 
as a political observer, but also as additional and 
striking testimony in refutation of the notion 
that ne leaned upon his Cabinet and was slow 
to assert his personal judgment and autbority 
contrary to the suggestions ot the distinguished 
men who composed that body. The droll say- 
ing attributed to him that he had no influence 
with the Administration.” was not founded 
upon any sense of actual chagrin or disap- 
pointment in that regard. He was unqual- 
ifiedly and at all times the head of the Govern- 
ment. His was the ablest Cabinet that any 
President has ever had, from Washington to 
Cleveland, and he swayed it as he pleased—if 
not in one way, then in another. The records 
show that in all really important transactions 
be reserved to himself the right to pass final 
judgment and to arbitrarily dictate, if neces- 
sary, what should be done and how it should 
be done. Modest as he was, be believed in 
bimself thoroughly; kind and generous as be 
was, he did not hesitate at proper times and 
for laudable purposes to play a stern and res- 
olute part. The men who were closely asso- 
ciated with bim very soou learned to respect 
his opinions and admire his character, and they 
oftener leaned upon him than he upon them, 
as they more than once acknowledged. It was 
no humiliation to stand corrected by a man 
who always knew so'well what be wanted and 
was always able to furnish such clear and posi- 
tive reasons for bis belief and his instructions. 

History has as yet done only scant justice to 
this supreme American genius and martyr. 
Much as has been said in his praise, and ten- 
derly as bis name and fame are cherished, 
there is still a great deal to be told about him 
which will increase the measure of his renown 
and give added force ana fervor to the senti- 
ment of pride and gratitude that such a man 
was developed under our institutions. New 
facts are continually coming to light, as in the 
case of this famous diplomatic dispatch, to 
prove how signally strong and serviceable he 
was in unsuspected ways and at points of spe- 
cial interest and importance. It is a misfortune 
in one sense thut the gracious, sunny, cheerful 
aspect of his nature bas been so amply and per- 
sistently dwelt upon, to the concealment, if 
not the disparagement, of his more robust and 
practical qualities. We are too apt to think of 
bim as a mau of beautiful innocence, unused 
to the artful side of life and confiding im- 
plicitly in bis fellow-men, when in reality he 
knew buman nature by heart, and was not to 
be fooled for an instunt. His methods were 
uniformly those of a man strictly regardfui of 
the obligations of personal honesty; but it is 
a mistake to think that he was incapable of 
compassing legitimate ends by cunning and in- 
direct means. He was a political manager of 
surpassing vigilance and expertness no less 
than a statesman of the highest pattern in all 
particulars. In short, be was a many*sided 
man, equally effective wherever be happened 
to be placed, and frequently most profound 
and solicitous where he seemed to be most 
simple-minded and careless of circumstances. 
A hundred years hence he will tower infinitly 
grander than he now does, without any detrac- 
tion from the peculiarly tender and lovabie 
phase of his reputation; aud that means only 
that by such time the whole truth will be dis- 
closed concerning him, and the world will be 
able to estimate him in a definit and compre- 
hensive manner.

A WASTE OF WEALTH. ’ 
HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS OF DOL- 
LARS SQUANDERED IN A FEW YEARS. 


Ex-Ald. Waite Said to Have Spent $36,000 
in Jaehne'’s Store for Jewelry in One 
Year—Why He Made a Practice of Run- 
ning to Fires in His Neighborhood. 

New York World: „It ever there was a 
mau who had goed cause to look back at bis 


past with a shudder, that man is ex-Ald. 
Waite." E 

This was the remark of an old friend of 
Waite’s father, who, with a copy of a news- 
paper in his hand, sat in his office in Wall 
street yesterday afternoon. The gentleman 
had just finished reading Waite's Lack of 
Funds.“ With some reluctance he spoke about 
the early days of Waite and bis brothers and 
the indomitable energy of C. C. Waite, the 
father, who died after years of toil, leaving an 
immense fortune, “only to be squandered by 
the stupidity of one of his sons. 

“Which son?” the reporter asked. “This 
very man, Waite, who is now the cause of all 
this hubbub. I will tell you all about the 
fellow, a great deal more than anybody out- 
side of his own family ever beard about. In 
the newspaper story this morning it says that 
it is not believed that the father left him any 
great amount of money.’ Didn't he, though? 
Now listen to me. When the ex-Alderman’'s 
father’s will was opened it was found that 
be had appointed George M. Pullman, the 
great sleeping-car king, and bis son Charles 
executors, and Mrs. C. C. Waite, the widow, 
executrix. The estate was avery large one. 
I knew of my own persona! knowledge that one 
portion of it consisted ot over $300,000 in Pull- 


man car bonds: The will was drawn up in 
suct a way that none of the children was to be 
entitled to bis orher full share of the estate 
until the youngest child had reached a given 
age. Well, Mr. Pullman failed to qualify as 
an executor. Charles, as the other executor, 
was then at the head of affairs at the Brevoort 
House. It was a splendid piece of property to 
have the lease of, and his interest in it was 
upwards of $150,000. It was making money, 
and had Charles stuck to bis business and let 
politics go to the dogs he would today be a 
very rich man, and the large estate his father 
left would today be intact and the entire fam- 
ily living in luxury. Instead of that they are 
all ruined, absolutely, without any source of 
income. His mother, I believe, has a small 
income, barely sufficient to support her de- 
cently.“ 

Ho did this ruin come about?” 

“It was in this way: As executor of bis 
father’s will he got complete contro! of the es- 
tate. It is true that to use any of the securi- 
ties or to draw any of the funds credited to the 
estate two signatures were necessary. His 
mother gave no personal attention to affairs, 
and gradually the son began to use the securi- 
ties, and be kepton using them at such a rate 
that there was little or nothing left. It is pos- 
sible that he had a power of attorney from bis 
mother and was thus enabled to do pretty 
much as he pleased. But there are the stub- 
born facts—be got away with what did not be- 
long to him. He was a coguardian of a sacred 
trust, and by doing what he did he not only 
spent bis own means, but robbed his widowed 
a and bis younger brothers and sis- 

ers.“ 

What did he do with the money?“ 

“The Lord only knows. Politics, no doubt, 
swallowed up a great deal of it, and it you 
drop into some of the big jewelry stores and 
other places up-town where judgments are 
held against him for large amounts, and then 
connect the jewelry and other articies de luxe 
he paid for and what be did not pay for, anda 
certain other drain of wealth, you will de able 
to account for the way much of the wealth 
went and how the judgments piled up when 
the wealth had flown. It was in the campaign 
ot 1882 chat Cleveland was elected Governor, 
wasn'tit? Well, Waite spent in politics alone 
that year $36,000. He made no bones of it at 
the time, although it may have been an idle 
boast. 

Now let me give you a sample of the man's 
way of doing business with his mother or for 
bis mother. There was a time, after the 
father’s death, that the family lived in Paris, 
France, and they lived in grand style. Indeed, 
the style put on by the Waites, who had a fine 
place near the Arc de Triompbe, was the talk 
of the American colony, and at one period the 
Waites and the Mackays were the ones most 
spoken of for their lavish display of wealth. 
Gillig of the American Exchange could tell you 
all the details, but the matter was such open 
talk in Paris at the time that I distinctly re- 
member the main facts. Mrs. Waite, the Al- 
derman’s mother, wanted to fit up a place in 
elegant style, and Charies got the money to do 
the fitting up from Gillig. The apartment 
was furnished in the most princely style, and 
of course the bills were enormous. Before the 
money was advanced Waite bad shown a power 
of attorney from his mother authorizing him 
to act in her behalf. It seems that when she 
found that the estate was going to the dogs 
she bad withdrawn this power of attorney, in 
order to save something from the wreck, but 
it was too late. When Gillig tried to get his 
money he was politely told by Waite to whistle 
for it. A Warrant, based on a suit against 
Waite for obtaining money on false pretenses, 
was served on him at the Brevoort Hose, and 
he was taken into custody by a Deputy Sheriff. 
Three days afterwards, to Gillig’s great aston- 
ishwent, be turned up with the amount of the 
bills be owed Giihig. Where he got the money 
I cannot imagine, for at that particular time 
Waite’s credit was atavery lowebb. 0, yes, 
I do recollect now where he got a part of it,“ 
and the friend of Waite here laughed loudly. 
‘*Why,”’ be added, the World today mentions 
that the Alderman gave his note to Mayor 
Grace for $3,000. Well, the check that Grace 
gave for that note, which has never been paid 
—though the Alderman was afterwards sued 
by the Mayor for the amount and judgment 
entered—was handed in to Gillig as part pay- 
ment of Waite’s indebtedness to Gillig. It 
was oniy a question with Waite, doubtless, 
which one of the two he had to leave out in 
the cold, and as Gillig was after bim with a big 
stick be doubtless concluded that the Mayor 
was the easier ee) to skin.”’ 

As to Waite's life before bis father’s death, 
the gentleman said: It seems to be forgotten 
that the Alderman was at one time one of the 
proprietors of the Windsor Hotel. Hawk and 
Wetherbee were associated with C. C. Waite, 
the father, in running it, but after some time 
the three couldn't get along together and C. C. 
Waite retired, assigning all his right, title, and 
interest to his son Charles. This he gave him 
as afree gift. Charles, in his turn, did not get 
along in the firm, and to get him out the other 
members of it paid him in cold cash, which 1 
saw myself, a cool $100,000. Now look at it. 
A young man with thatin his own right, and 
then after his father’s death a co-heir in an 
estate of over $300,000, and having a royal in- 
terest in one of the finest hotels in the land— 
frittering it all away in a few years, bringing 
sorrow and humiliation on all his family—do I 
do hima wrong when I call dim arascal? If 
be wasn't. and the property slipped through 
his flugers, then he was a fool.“ 

Do you think he was bought by the Jake 
Sharp gang?” 

By the promise of a public position, as be 
says he was. Yes—by money I have my 
doubts, for I know of several occasions where 
he could have made money dishonestly and 
didn't. I don't say he acted squarely because 
he was any more honest than his fellows, but 
because be was afraid. What he relished was 
to be looked upon politically as a great fellow 
—to be addressed as Mr. Alderman Waite with 
a big emphasis on the Alderman. I believe 
him when be says he worked hard for Jim 
Richmond and Thompson in the hope of get- 
ting the Fire Commissiopership. If he had got 
that be would havd been in the seventb beaven. 
To be addressed as ‘Mr. Commissioner —Why 
his cup of happiness would have been over- 
flowing. I can imagine bow he would swell up 
before the mirror at night and address bimseif 
in that way. The Fire Commissionership was 
a mania with him, and it resulted in a queer 
habit ou bis part. I did not then know that he 
was after the place.“ 

* What was the habit?“ 

**Well, it was this: He had a special fire- 
alarm connecting with the Fire Department 
wires put in his room at the Brevoort. When- 
ever an alarm of fire went over the wires from 
the Mercer street headquarters he was sure to 
get it, day or night. If he didn’t bappen to be 
in a record of the signal was kept, and he was 
thus kept posted. If there was an alarm of 
fire sounded and he was known to be anywhere 
near by a boy Was sent post-haste after him. 
He had a wagon, something like those the 
Chiet of Battalions rattie off to fires in, and 
when he was at the hotel it was kept handy 
with a borse attached to it. Night times was 
bis season of fire running, and as soon as an 
alarm announced a fire, if it didn’t happen to 
be miles away, he was on the wagon speeding 
on to the locality as though he was as big a 
man as Chief Shay and ‘bis presence at 
the fire just as necessary. A second 
or third alarm, no matter how dis- 
tent away the fire, was sure to put him 
into a frenzy of expectancy, and he was of 
like the wind. Now that he has told that 
he expected a Fire Commissionership I see ail 
through theee antics. He was in training for 
his place!

charge tue old tariff rates heretofore 
in effect, yet there was no good 
reason why. the roads should carry 


the business at a decided loss, He thought 
the minimum tariff be introduced to the St. 
Paul meeting a week ago was about right. 
While those rates did not leave much of a 
margin of profit, yet they entailed no decided 
loss upon the roads. The representatives of 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul accused the North- 
western of being responsibie for the heavy 
break in rates. If the Northwestern had 
kept the agreement. made in St. 
Paul, to adbere to the regular tariff 
rates ntil after this meeting, there 
would b been no trouble. But it continued 
to make contracts at the minimum tariff it 
proposed to that meeting, and that compeiled 
the St. Paul to retaliate and cut the rates down 
to such figures as would prevent the North- 
western from making further contracts. His 
company, be said, was just as anxious as any 
other to secure paying rates, but it could not 
permit its competitors to secure the busi- 
mess by unfair means. After some further 
discussior, during which the representatives of 


‘the various roads explained their position, all 


deprecating the cutting of rates to nominal 
figures, it was decided that, commencing April 
8 and until further action can be taken, the 
minimum tariff proposed by the Chicago & 
Northwestern should be maintained. This 
action, however, was to be subject to the ap- 

al of the Illinois Central and Minnesota & 
— Roads. The representatives 
ot these lines have been requested to attend 
the meeting ot the Northwestern roads this 
morning, with a view of their becoming a party 
to the new arrangement. Whether they will 
join or not is stilia question of doubt. The 
new minimum tariff agreed upon for west- 
bound business is as. follows: . First-class, 35 
cents per 100 pounds; second-class, 25 
cents; third-class, 15 cents; fourth-class, 
12 cents; fifth-class, 10 cents; 
class A, 12% cents; classes B, C, and D, 10 
cents; railroad iron and steel, $2 per grass 
ton; fastenings, 10 cents; rail locomotives on 
their own wheels, $40 cach. This is a reduction 
from old tariff rates of from 5 cents to 25 
cents per 100 pounds. On locomotives the re- 
duction is $24 each. 

On east-bound business the grain rate is to 
be 12% cents per 100 pounds, a reduction of 
5% cents. On other articles a corresponding 
reduction was made. 

After a lengtby discussion as to what should 
be done with the special contracts made since 
the trouble commenced,Oand which are still in 
existence, it was préposed that those contracts 
should be reported to Commissioner J. N. 
.Faithborn of the Western Freight Association. 
Pending this proposition, the meeting ad- 
journed until this morning. 

As already stated, the action so far 
taken is subject to the ratification 
of the Illinois Central. Buteven in the event 
of the IIlinois Central joining in the arrance- 
ment it is by no means certain that it can be 
maintained for any length of time. It is fear ed 
that as soon as navigation opens lake compe- 
tiuon will become so active that another col- 
lapse in rates will result. It was impossible to 
‘maintain rates lastsummer with the pool in 
iorce, therefore it can bardly be expected that 
rates be maintained without a pool. 


New Manitoba Branches. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 6.—[Special.]— 
President Hill of the Manitoba said today that 
the work on the Turtle Mountain Extension 
irom Devil's Lake would begin at once, and 
that a party of surveyors is now in the field. 
Work upon the St. Cloud & Willmar Branch is 
progressing rapidiy. Last year the line was 
graded south from St. Cloud a distance of 
twenty miles, and track-layers are now putting 
down the steel. This is the branch it is pro- 
posed to build to Sioux Falls from Wilimar. A 
company was recently organized to build this 
portion of it.

A CLEAR-HEADED SCHEME 


Advanced by Andrew Carnegie Regarding 
Employers and Employed and in Success- 
ful Operation at the North Chicago Roll- 
ing Mills. 

In an article contributed to the new monthly 
magazine, the Forum, Mr. Andrew Carnegie of 
Pittsburg says that the most feasible methods 
of maintaining a good understanding between 
employers and employés are: (1) To base 
wages on a sliding scale in proportion to prices 
received for product. (2) The organization of 


the men of an establishment so that they may 
readily appoint representatives to confer with 
employers on points where there is, or seems 
to be, a misunderstanding. (3) Peacefu! arbi- 
tration of all difficulties which cannot be set- 
tled by conference of the parties concerned. 
(4) The progress of work pending a decision; 
no interruption on account of difference. Mr. 
Carnegie says in his article: I giadiy pay 
Mr. Potter, President of the North Chicago 
Rolling Mill, the great compliment to say that 
he has already taken ast2pin this direction, 
for today he is working his principal mill 
upon this plan. The result is that he has no 
stoppage whatever this year nor any dissatis- 
faction. 

Mr. Potter was called on yesterday with ref- 
erence to this statement. He said the plan 
outlined by Mr. Carnegie in the Forum had 
been in operation now two years at the South 
Chicago Mills of bis company and one year at 
the North Chicago Mills. It had given com- 
piete gatisfacuon. The men were sutisfied and 
80 were the stockboiders and officers of the 
company. The principle of arbitration in its 
application to labor disputes was new, but the 
sliding scale plan of wages, based on net prices 
of product, bad been countenanced by the 
officers of the company for many years. There 
was a contract existing between the, Roiling- 
Mill Company and its employés in virtue of 
which the workmen are paid wages according 
to the average price received for product per 
month. In order to determine what that price 
is a committee, appointed by the workmen from 
their own number, is permitted to inspect the 
books, orders, and letters of the company. The 
price te be paid to the workmen is proportioned 
to the average price received. To illustrate— 
suppose the company sells this month: 

2.000 tons of steel rails at $25 per ton. 

5,000 tons of steel rails at $30 per ton. 

10.003 tons of steel rails at $32 per ton. 

8,000 tons of steel rails at $35 per ton. 

The average price will be $32 per ton, oaleu- 
lated according to the plan for equation of 
payments, and on this average are based the 
wages of the workmen according to the scale 
determined on. The workmen, if they are dis- 
satisfied with the way the arrangement is car- 
ried out, can, if they agree with the company’s 
Officers in conference, demand an arbitration. 
The representatives of the men name one arbi- 
trator, the employers another, and these two 
select a third. The finding of the three is 
binding on both parties to the dispute. There 
is no stoppage of work. The decision takes 
effect from the date of reference to the com- 
mittee. The agreement under which this pian 
is carried out cannot be terminated without a 
year’s notice. To terminate it abruptly would do 
injustice to both parties. The company makes 
its contracts often more than a year abead of 
their being filied, and on the basis of the ex- 
isting agreement amd the scale of prices, 
which forms a part of it. The long 
time of notice is therefore necessary. Mr. 
Potter says that tne plan as outllned has done 
away with all feeling of dissatisfaction on 
the part of the men, and with that sense wf 
uneasiness which employers experience when 
their employés are restive. Hitherto when 
prices were booming the men thought they 
ought to have their wages advanced, forgetful 
of the fact that the orders for the product were 
given when the prices were low. On the other 
hand, the men were paid low wages in de- 
pressed times, though the products on which 
they were engaged had been ordered at high 
prices. Both kinds of injustice are done away 
with by the monthly-ecale plan. Mr. Potter 
thinks that the plan will yet be adopted at the 
Bay View Works, as it has been at the North 
Chicago and South Chicago Mills. He agrees 
with Mr. Carnegie that a more general inter- 
change of views between employers and em- 
ployés is of advantage to both, and tends to 
establish good feeling and to encourage the 
workmen. The plan as outlined by Mr. Car- 
negie was first tried by the North Chicago 
Roiling-Mill Company. It bas not been gener- 
ally adopted, but it has not been generally 
known and understood. 

With reference to the reports that steel rails 
are being imported from England. Mr. Potter 
says these reports are greatly exaggerated. 
The Burimgton Company has imported 10,000 
tons. The same company bas ordered 50,000 
tons of American steel rails. The Engiisn raiis 
are imported, he thinks, for purposes of com- 
parison, to test the merits of the present En- 
glish make. The output of the North Chicago 
Company for the year will be about 200, 000 
tons. The amount imported by the Burlington 
Company could be made at the South Chicago 
Millis in three weeks. Mr. Potter is a firm be- 
liever in arbitration. 

Col. W. P. Rend, who hag recently returned 
from Pennsylvania, also regards arbitration as 
the best remedy for labor troubles, though he 
does not believe it to de a cure. He re- 
ferred some points of dispute between bimself 
and his workingmen at Braddocks, near Pitts- 
burg, afew days ago to arbitration. Every- 
thing wadsettled satisfactorily to himself and 
to the workmen, and it has been determined to 
leave ail matters of dispute to arbitration for
